T he fig h t ag ain st th e coercion b ill in 
P a rliam e n t ha* reached a sta te of e x cite ­ 
m e n t w hich, u n d e r th e conditions w hich 
ru led society a h a lf cen tu ry ago, w ould 
hav e resu lted in W oolshed. 
N o such scene 
has been w itnessed in th e H ouse since th e 
tim e w h en O’C onnell denounced D israeli 
»s th e ‘ d escen d an t of th e im p e n ite n t th ie f 
on th e cross.” a u d as th a t w as an Anglo- 
Irish row . it is safe to say th a t no such 
Beene w ould h av e been possible ex cep t on 
th e occasion of such a d ebate. T h e p rin ­ 
cipals in th e affair w ere M ajor SaundersoD , 
a n O range m em b er from th e n o rth of Ire­ 
lan d , and M essrs, H ealy. Sexton and R ed­ 
m ond, h o m e ru le m e a n e rs.

M. P. and correspondent, is as follow s:

In th e co u n try . 
On Hie re su lt of th e d iv i­ 
sion being declared, Mr. H ealy w as ex p elled 
[rom th e H ouse.

Ttie e x citem e n t w as now increased by a 
rum or th a t w as being circu lated th a t all 
the Irish m em bers in ten d ed to follow Mr. 
H ealy’.! ex am p le and d eny th e sta te m e n t 
of C olonel Sa nderson. 
C olonel S aunder- 
son persisted in his statem e n t. 
Mr. se x to n 
called him “ a cow ardly liar." 
A nother lively scene follow ed. 
Mr. Sax­ 
to n declin ed to w ith d raw h is sta te m e n t 
unless C olonel S an u d erscn w ith d rew h is 
charge. 
T h e sp eak er now seem ed to th in k he h a d 
acted a rb itra rily w ith Mr. H ealy. H e called 
on C olonel S au ad erso n to w ith d raw th e 
offensive expressions he bad used. Colonel 
S a n d e rs o n , am id th e jeers of th e Irish 
m em bers and cries of "B e a m an, 
“ W ith ­ 
draw .'" etc., 
co n su lted w ith 
m in isters. 
E v e n tu a lly ho w ith d rew a u d M r S exton 
th e n did th e sam e. 
Then an E n g lish m em b er cal led th e a tte n ­ 
tion of th e H ouse to Mr. H ealy ’s expulsion, 
seeing th a t th e lU ling of th e sp eak er as to 
M r. Sexton was a rev ersal of his previous 
decision. 
T h e m a tte r is to be b ro u g h t on at 
th e n e x t m eetin g of th e H ouse.

N ationalists w ere tru e. 
“ It Is n ig h tim e .” 
the sp eak er said, “ th a t th e opinion of th e 
kingdom w as m a .e k n o w n ab o u t th ese 
scenes.” 
T he l ondon S ta n d a rd says: 
“T h e scene 
In p arliam en t, p ain fu l as it was, b as served 
to dis lose th e novel fa c t th a t colleagues of 
Egan. S h e rid a n and B yrne have a t least th e 
grace to be asham ed in P a rlia m e n t of th e ir 
old frien d s an d p resen t p ay m asters."

G ladstone: "H e w ishes to paraly e an d pu t 
an end to th e p resen t P arliam en t, and w’ith 
this aim was no t scrupulous as to th e m eans 
be em ployed. He bad delib erately prom pt­ 
ed an d en couraged m ovem ents w hose ob­ 
ject was to w eaken th e a u th o rity of th e 
speaker. 
A m ore p erfect p ictu re of a polit­ 
ical in cen d iary th a n G ladstone could not 
be conceived.

The rut# which war* m ade whan o ar 
fathers and errand fathers w t 'e i over the 
fond of agriculture years ago. are the chan­ 
nels in which the farm ers of this generation 
have to a great ext nt been travelling. B ut 
the tim * is coming, if it be not already 
here, when the wheels of agriculture rn 
Ohio. and all the eastern States, m ust he 
lifted out of those ruts. or we w ill he run 
over by ihe great w estern “oar of Jugger- 
n a u t" 
As the tide of em igration sweeps 
w estward, opening up the vast territories of 
new. productive soil, we And it more diftl 
cu lt to com pete successfully w ith the W est­ 
ern farm er in the production of the coarser 
grains, or th e raising of beef, pork and 
m utton. We m ust, therefore, as tim e ad­ 
vances, tu rn our attention more and m ore 
to some form of m arket gardening. 
Not 
necessarily to gardening as practiced near 
our large cities, b ut to the growing of ttianv 
crops which are not now' included in the 
farm er’s rotation such as onions, cabbages, 
w een pease, squashes, turnips and the like. 
These crons usually com m and ready sale at 
rem unerative prices, aud can lo grown 
alm o st lf n et quite, as easily, as m ost of 
our present farm crops. This being the 
case, m arket garden inuits each year assum­ 
ing a more and more general interest, and 
anything which can throw new light upon 
th e suuiect is eagerly so ught 
For the soil hest adapted to gardening, a 
deep, rich loam. Inclining to sand or gravel. 
is undoubtedly the best, though alm ost any 
soil, with de >p and thorough cultivation, 
plenty ot m anure, and draining w here nec­ 
essary, csn be protitildv us^d. Barnyard 
m anure, w here it can be obtained should 
be the m ain reliance as a fertilizer, though 
a good brand of sui arrhospbate. like m e 
“Forest City sta n d a rd ” or leached or un­ 
leached ashes, can be profitably used in 
connection 
After several years of experi­ 
ence I would recom m end to the farm er who 
wishes to grow some warden crops in con­ 
nection with th e coarser grains, the follow­ 
ing rotation The tir>t year select a clover 
field which h a been mowed in .lune, and 
th e a tergrow th allow sd to rem ain uncut, 
M anure this broadcast in the 
fall, at 
the rate of th irty 
to fifty tw o - horse 
wagon loads of 
barnyard m anure per 
acre. lf the m anure is rotted, so m uch 
the better 
though it 
is not essential. 
Plough this under, clover and all. at any 
tim e in the fall, and plant to corn the next 
spring. A fter the crop is harvested and 
removed from the field, drag up the corn 
roots, rake into windrows and draw to your 
coarse compost heap. 
M anure broadcast 
with al out the same am ount of m auure as 
the vear previous, and plough under. 
In 
th e spring fit the ground thoroughly and 
sow broadcast half a ton of good phosphate, 
or seventy-five bushels of upreached ashes 
per acre. This b in d is now ready for the 
garden crops. Third vear, plant to potatoes 
w ithout manure- Fourth year, sow oats 
w ithout manure. Fifth year. sow wheat, 
w ith 300 pounds of phosphate drilled with 
the seed. per aero, and seed to clover; iu 
which it should rem ain for two or mote 
years, w hen it is ready to be turned under 
to start a new rotation. 
For success with st me garden crops, earli­ 
ness is the great essential. For early cab­ 
bages I have found no la tte r sort than the 
E arly Jersey Wakefield. The seed should 
be sowed in a well-prepared seed bed. In 
the open ground, about the 15tli or Septem ­ 
ber, and transplanted into 
cold fram es 
when about two inches high. 
As cold 
w eather 
approaches, 
these 
are 
to be 
covered w ith sashes, always giving them 
air on pleasant aayr, Should the ground 
in the fram es become iro/en. cover the 
Bashes with old carpets or mats, and keep it 
frozen as long os possible: or if a heavy 
snow falls ou the sashes while the ground 
is frozen it may Pe allowed to rem ain, as 
the plants will take no harm lor w ant ot 
light w bita they are frozen. As soon, how- 
ever, as the weather gets so warm th at 
there is danger of the soil thaw ing, they 
m ust graiiually have light aud air or they 
will all die. 
As warm weather advances 
they im st have more air, rem oving the 
fashes entirely through the day, when the 
mer ary is above freezing, till by the tim e 
the sasne8 are needed for the hot-beds the 
plants will lo sun ciently hardened io need 
no protect!OU whatever. These plants are 
so hardy th at they may be transplanted to 
the field as soon as the ground opens in the 
spring, and will receive no injury should 
the ground freeze quite solid. 
Hie gardener who has hothouses heated 
bv fire can raise good plants ny sowing the 
seed in shallow boxes in February, to bo 
transplanted to cold fram os in Mar lr, but 
w here horse m anure is the dependence for 
heating, and where the hotbeds are not 
required at th at season of the y< ar lor 
other purposes, it will he lea- expensive, 
and usually less labor to raise the plants as 
I have <.escribed. In transplanting to the 
field, wrap a pie-eof w riting paper around 
tim stalk of each plant, letting it extend 
fr>m 
the leaf to half 
an inch under 
ground, to prevent the attack of the cut 
worm. Early lettuce is started in exactly 
the same way. except th at for .he earliest 
we transplant from th* col I fram es into 
hotbeds in March, placing them a lo u t four 
inches apart and thinning as we w ant for 
use. till they finally stand eight inchos 
apart for bead ne up. This gives a succes­ 
sion till th at which has been transplanted 
to the field is large enough for use.-LChio 
Farm er. 


R earm * an d T rain in g T o m a to e s. 
I read with interest the various m ethods 
tm Ployed by others to accomplish tile same 
end. aud not yet having seen my very 
lim ple device m entioned, I send it with 
the hope th at its very sim plicity will rec­ 
ommend it to some. 
Early in January, 
baying secured the variety of 6oed desired, 
I plant it in shallow seed boxes—wooden 
loap boxes sawed in two sections being my 
first choice—using light, rich, friable soil. 
These boxes I place in my glass pit, 
which I heat only with oil stoves, aud 
when up three inches I pot oft tho plants 
Into thum b pots, continuing tho < (lifting 
ss often as needed until warm w eather is 
st hand, generally by A; ril loth. By that 
lim e the plants are in full bower, and often 
fruit formed. I prepare mv beds by extra 
deep spading, nover allowing any other im­ 
plem ent in breaking up the soil. These 
beds I fertilize only every four or five years, 
having pioved to my entire satisfaction 
th a t rich soil is the main, if not sole, cause 
of the tom ato rotting so badly. Since I 
have pursued this plan I obtain au abun­ 
dance of perfect fruit, whereas, before, 
when I m anured heavily. I got m agnificent 
plants crowded to breaking with extra-sized 
tomatoes, in which, in alm ost every speci­ 
m en, even before coloring began, the rot 
m ade its disgusting appearance. 
Now, I plant in a single row, two and a 
half feet apart, close to a plank fence 
which com m ands the full sunshine nearly 
all day. 
lu this narrow bed I drive rough 
stakes frout and back of bed, opjxistle each 
other. On aa, h pair of those stakes I nail 
three horizontal courses of lath across the 
bed. at one, two and three feet from tho 
ground, the upper course being at the too 
of the stakes. 
The space between each 
pair of stakes is generally four or five feet, 
aud on these cross lathings I place nbout 
th ree long. pliable poles the size of a rn u s 
w rist, and this gives me a three-sioried 
stru'-tore. 
As econ as the tom atoes have 
reached the first course of s.ais I give the 
plants a gentle pull over it to act as 
sup. 
port, anc then vigorously pinch them in, 
believing th a t to stop the growth advances 
the fruit already form ed iii I forming. 
I never set more than fifty plants in the 
garden, as I sow seed out in open ground 
for later crop. 
I never allow my fruit to 
ripen on ti e vine; each m orning I go rn 
person, w ith n y basket, and select the 
finest and hest for Belt, arid if, perchance, 
any have begun to rot. plucking and throw­ 
ing away. In this way I have far inor* 
th an I can use. an i w ith us they are used 
in grt-a: quantities id a raw state, cerng a 
well relished bleak fast dish, with great 
lum ps of ice placed on top iupt after peel­ 
ing and slicing and just before serving. I 
bad a neighbor who tried the “M ikado1’ 
last season, and all were delighted. 


rosing teeth throw the earth against the 
corn on beth sides at once. it Is not upset or 
covered. But the wee is are m ostly covered, 
and lf a few tall ones escape, a mau follow­ 
ing r niftily w ith a hoe covers them up ot

th a t the seed is likely to rot in the ground. 
I never knew thoroughly good seed corn 
put into the ground too early. Poor semi 
may rot. when if planted later it would 
germ inate. 
Again it may he urged th a t corn always 
becomes acclim ated, and will ripen in tim e 
to escape the frost in the lull in w hatever 
latitude it is grown. This is m easurably 
true, hut th e plant adapts itself onlv to an 
average season of any given latitude, and 
m akes no allowance for a prem ature frost, 
which is a contingency th a t m ust he pro­ 
vided for bv early planting. 
In tbe greater 
part of tile co. ti Pelt, proper the plant re­ 
quites the whole season to m ature thor­ 
oughly good. sound, solid seed: and even 
under the m ost favorable conditions it is 
often necessary, or advisable, to resort to 
artificial drying and curing to insure trust­ 
worthy seed. There is no other one of the 
great cereals w hich pro luces Its seed in 
such a th I k, succulent m ass as an ear of 
corn. It takes a long tim e to drv o u t 
Then. too, there is the danger of frost on 
the foliage, if corn is late: and Hosted fod­ 
der is subject to a waste of 50 per c en t or 
morn in feeding-—[Stephen Bow ers.

The first consideration is suitable soil; 
shelter and ex tra care also favor an extra 
crop. The tastes of the persons who intend 
to eat the fruit of labor upon their own 
table will determ ine the kind of seed to be 
planted in the family garden, and the de­ 
m ands of the public w hat is to be raised in 
the m arket garden. 
Ambition to have a 
certain line of vegetables ahead of neigh­ 
bors prom pts to early planting in boxes and 
special care for plants in narrow quarters 
till the ground is ready to receive them . 
Business rivalry will m ake tho m arket gar­ 
dener alert to use any device for forw ard­ 
ing plum s and obtaining a crop a few days 
in sd Vance of tho season. 
Fease of the 
early sorts can lie planted w ithout fear of 
loss, but the w rinkled po ise need a w arm er 
soil and should not be planted till the land 
is dry and free from frost in the soil. l e t ­ 
tuce. cabbage, cauliflower, tom ato, poppers, 
eg g p lan t cucum bers and melons are easily 
raised in boxes and transferred to the open 
ground when It ta sufficiently warm and 
dry to w arrant tho exposure 
they can be 
pta: ed in the ground in the order m en­ 
tioned, hut there would need to be a dill Br­ 
onco of four weeks iu tim e between the 
i.rst and la st 
Feels bear transplanting and 
can 
be 
brought forward in box<s and transferred 
to the open ground w ith a gain ot two 
weeks. R dishes and turnips m ust have a 
warm soil and be sown w here they are to 
rem ain 
Parsnips and o irrots can be sown 
oiiite e r l v w ithout danger of loss. The 
onion w ants to be sown early, hut in soil 
well warm ed by the sun. Sweet rom , if 
the seed be strong and well cured, will bear 
early (.owing and some recom m end soaking 
th e seed, one day before planting, in warm 
w ater of about IOO-. 
NA hen up and frost is 
threatened cover w ith soil, bending over 
the stalks for the purpose. I knew half an 
acre of sw o etio rn to be save ) from a June 
frost in th a t way, the stalks being eight 
inches high. Feans, both pole and bush, 
m ust wait for June sunshine, especially lf 
the wax beans be planted. Still, for a few 
early pole Leans, Plant three seeds in two- 
itich pots and then transplant: for bush 
beans plant the M ohawk or Early China for 
early and plant again in two weeks; if the 
hist crop is lost the second takes its place. 
Of course it t ikes more seed when planted 
early, as only the m ost vigorous will grow. 
The south side ot a hoard fence adds at 
least two weeks in earliness; and when 
plants are properly hardened beiore trans- 
i lam ing there is less loss, aud a quicker 
and more vigorous grow th. To have ex- 
< ei tional success one m ust run a risk of the 
loss of the croc by fro st Sometimes this 
course is the w inning one, and som etim es 
the frost “takes the cake." The gain In 
early planting is not in proportion to the 
length of tim e the seed has l>een in the 
soil. I have had pease planted two weeks 
apart ripen w ithin the sam e week. 
W ith 
the m arket gardener the c r ps put early in 
the ground are so much oil his hands, giv­ 
ing tim e for other pressing spring labors. 
Fariy planted crops are more subject to 
blight, frost, harm ful insects, worms and 
sued enemies, as the growth is under con­ 
ditions which test tho vitality of the plant. 
.Such is the care attending an early garden, 
but success, though hard-earned, is pleas­ 
ant a t least, and failm e gives hints for 
future sneer ss. The early garden points 
the wav to a succession of crops, and later 
crops following m ake in a well-planned 
garden a double success.—L\V. FL Full.

HUNTING THE DEER. 


An A sD itrngus Bcd. 
Every farm er's garden should contain a 
sm all asparagus bed, It is one of the earliest 
spring vegetables th a t can he grown here, 
does not require a great deal of care w hen 
once planted, and is generally liked when 
properly cooked. The proper way to cook 
it is \ery sim ilar to that of green pease, 
served, like them , in butter and cream. 
For an ordinary-sized family -s ty five 
pet "Otis, dig up a i ed, o feet w ide and 12 to 
it; feet long. Spade rath er deeper than for 
ordinary garden vegotatdes, for. it the bed 
should rem ain for a q u a rte r century, you 
c a n n o t dig it up again beb'W the crowns of 
the roots. W ork in a good dressing of fine 
stable m anure 
We have given the lied 
pretty small dimensions, because if thor­ 
oughly cultivated, it will produce enough 
for a lam iiy’s use. and it not well case : for 
a m uch larger bed would Boon become so 
overrun w ith weeds as to cease to produce 
much. 
For a fam ily bed three font by twm would 
be tho right distance apart to set the plants. 
T h at would give two rows lengthw ise tho 
bed, three feet apart and each row one and 
a half feet from outside. Twelve roots 
would plant a twelve-foot bed. Good strong 
roots one year old are preferable for setting, 
and any seedsman will send them by m ail 
for tw o or three cents each. 
In planting them , placo the crown of the 
routs a: out four inches below the surface. 
This will perm it working over the bed with 
hoe or garden fork every spring, greatly 
facilitating keeping it clean. F.very autum n 
a dressing of stable m anure can be applied 
upon the surface, thus keeping up fertility 
aud growing rank, tender, succulent stalks 
in great abundance. 
It is et Gainly a very 
sim ple thing for every one who cultivates a 
kitchen garden to grow a sm all tied of as­ 
paragus. Planted this spring, you etui begin 
to cut the largo stalks in two Nears, amt in 
th ree yeats ought to have a bountiful sup- 
ply. 
a s for varieties the question is not so well 
settled as it is w ith other vegetables, somo 
claim ing that there is but one variety. If 
th at is so it has been developed by culture 
so as to appear very different in Borne gar­ 
dens from w hat it goos in others.

leaves or either alone and tread down as 
compactly as possible; then put in horse 
m anure to the depth of twelve to fifteen 
inches, and cover w ith four or five inches 
of soil. Now place the fram es by sinking 
the nieces of scantling their full thickness 
Into the soil, bank earth around the sides, 
pressing it firmly, and place your sash. Let 
it stand a few days until it begins to gener­ 
ate heat, an I w hen sufficiently w’a>ni the 
seeds m ay be sown, being very careful not 
to sow too thickly, m arking sous to distin­ 
guish v an e!leo. For vines it is better to 
sow upon -pieces of sod which can be re­ 
moved with less danger. The plants should 
be given air when not too cold, so as to give 
them proper vigor, and on warm days the 
sash should be lifted. If the cold is to be 
too severe it may be necessary to cover 
with blankets. 
Keep out cold rains, and if 
the plants need w ater use tepid w ater, lf 
too thick, thin out. for a less num ber of 
strong, thrifty plants are bettor than more 
that a re sickly and spindling.—[Geimuu- 
town Telegraph. 


S ta rtin g th e S m all F ruit C arden. 
H aving selected and prepared the ground 
as directed last m onth, and placed your 
order for plants w ith the nurserym an, if 
you use barnyard m anure broadcast five 
two-horse loads, plough under and harrow 
again. Now order your plants ship; ed. As 
soon as they arrive dig a trench, untie the 
packages, spread plants out in it and cover 
tho roots with the fresh soil, pressing it 
down firmly about them. 
Use a garden line 200 feet long, if you 
have adopts 1 our plan for a garden. Mark 
off your rows four feet apart, lf you have 
a heavy line you can m ark the place easily 
by w alking < n the line. A lter you have 
m arked the rows accurately 
one way, 
shorten your line and m ark them the other 
way two feet six Inches ap art 
P lant your straw berries first Have an 
attendant to carry the plants. P lant the 
second fine m ark front the ed e of the plot. 
T hrust a spade into the ground at the in­ 
tersection of the two line m arks, and move 
it backward and forward. 
\ our helper can 
now put the plant in the hole and keep it 
in position until you rem ove tho spade and 
press the soil against the roots firmly. The 
crown or germ inal buds should bo just level 
with the soil. If your plants are sm a ller 
weakly, put two in ( ach place. 
P lant the second, fourth and sixth rows 
to straw berries, and then go back to the 
first row' and plant it to blackberries. Then 
plant the third and fifth rows lo raspber­ 
ries. the seventh row to currants, the eighth 
row to gooseberries. 
To plant grapevines drive a six-foot stake 
into the ground at first intersection, and at 
the fourth intersection, and so on to toe 
end ot the tenth row. The same with the 
tw elfth row. Open a hole w ith the spade 
at l e s t seven inches deep, ten inches in 
sandy soil. Spread the grape roots so that 
they will radiate from a common centre 
like the spokes of a wheel. Cover with fine 
earth and firm well with the feet. Now go 
over the ground with shears and cnt off the 
blackberries and raspberries nearly even 
with tile ground, and shorten the grapes to 
two bu ns. If the straw berries show any 
blossoms or buds in embryo, pinch them 
out. Start the cultivator a week afterp lan t­ 
ing, and keep it going both ways a t least 
every ten days.—[Farm Journal.

H m t« to H om e F lorists. 
A simple and successful m ay of striking 
roue cuttings will be welcomed by all lovers 
of th a t peerless dower. It is well known 
th at ii is very difficult for am ateurs to ota 
tarn plants from cuttings of hard or woody 
plants, so different from geranium s ami 
other r.ott-wooded sorts which easily root iii 
sand under alm ost any conditions, provided 
they are kept moist aud warm. T he follow­ 
ing m ethod has never failed with m c: Take 
a two-im n t'ower-pot. such us little seed­ 
lings are put in. and with your trowel 
geutly chip off the edges of the hole at 
the bottom (if it is not targe enough , 
so as 
to 
m ake 
it 
the 
size 
of 
a 
quarter of 
a 
ollar. 
lf 
the 
pot 
is 
soaked for a few m om ents in lukewarm 
water, this can be easily done w ithout 
cracking the ttower-pot. 
Next select a 
healthy young rose sprout near the l ase of 
the parent bush; one with u firm, woody 
stem is best. G ently strip off the under 
leaves, so as not to iniure the tender hark, 
leaving those a t the end os th e branch. 
Now very slowly insert this through the 
hole. bein.' caicfu! not to break off or in­ 
jure tile leaves. 
Pass 
it through, like 
threading a needle, so th at the branch is 
in the pot w ithout being separated from 
the parent bush. 
N ext fill the pot up with 
rich *arth, finely pulverized or sifted, and 
if It is not near enough to the gro nd to 
have the mould heaped up sufficiently 
around it to prevent its being disturbed by 
the wind or other casualties nut a wire or 
strong bit of tw ine around the little not, 
ami so fasten it securely to a strong branch 
of tin rose bush. W ater your little char ,0 
occasionally, as it is apt to become drier 
than the rest of the plants. 
A fine rose bush, set round w ith several 
m iniature HOV er-pota, may be an odd sight, 
but proves a sure and very delightful way 
of obtaining true plants from some old fa­ 
vorite bush or rare variety. 
In about six weeks you may cut your slip 
from the parent stem, as near to the hole in 
the ficwer-pot as you can. and lift it. when 
you will find that you have a nice little rose 
bush, for the pot will be full of young roots, 
and the branch putting forth tender shoots 
The end of the branch may be nipped off in 
the beginning, lf it shows a tendency to 
grow long, and would weaken the rootlets. 
The new bush may now be transplanted to 
a larger pot. or set out in the open ground 
in the rose Vied, but it needs some nursing, 
and especially protection from the hot rave 
of the sun. and free enriching, so as to pro­ 
m ote a vigorous growth. 
Shrubs and other woody plants, such as 
oleanders or camelias, may be propagated 
in like m anner. 
Experience has proved 
th at a shoot so treated may rem ain all win­ 
ter long attached to the m ain stem, and in 
the spring put forth buds. It can then be 
cut away aud be transplanted with, per­ 
haps, even a better result than if the sepa­ 
ration is done in the fall of the year. In this 
ease, however, it is well to protect with 
branches of evergreen and a little m anure

pounds w eight to produce daily an egg 
w eighing two ounces. 
How many persons, w hether breeders and 
fanciers or others, have ever calculated 
how m uch m ilk. flesh or fish, or other 
album inous substances, a hen m ust eat aud 
digest in order to secrete an egg of two 
ounces dally, and at th e sam e tim e keep up 
a healthy organization? And here is the 
whole secret; the fowl m ust have delly 
m ineral and album inous food to the m eas­ 
ure of that contained in an egg of two 
ounces dally, and at the sam e tim e keep up 
a healtbv organization? And here is the 
whole secret; the fow'l m ust have daily 
m ineral and album inous food to the m eas­ 
ure of th at (ontaitied in tm egg of two 
ounces, and in audition a third more to 
m eet the dem and of her organization. Un­ 
der these circum stances a healthy hen will 
lay In c o d w eather; In fact she can’t help 
It. 
W hen 
fowls have range in warm 
w eather they lay in the early part of the 
season, w hatever the grain ration m ay be, 
because being always on the move, they 
pick up m ineral and album inous m atter 
enough in tho shape of insects, worms, etc.. 
to supply tim egg dem and. Suppose the 
food of a hen Is corn, and nothing but corn. 
in the w inter season, did you, reader, ever 
Calculate how m uch she would have to 
consum e daily to get th e equivalent of sub­ 
stances contained in an egg? Or suppose it 
is wheat or oats, or I arley or buckw heat? 
I have never figured th e sum out, but I 
suppose fully a quart of corn and consider­ 
ably more than a pint each of tne other 
grains. 
W hy hens produced fewer eggs this win­ 
ter than before I suppose is due to the sum ­ 
mer drought; a dry earth-crust. while fav­ 
orable to the existence of some forms of in­ 
sect life, is not so to the worms, tings, etc., 
which fowls find in tfiawy, bare ground 
and mild w inter w eather. 
Last year the 
drought was nearly universal and the scar­ 
city of eggs com m ensurate with it, and the 
high price. too. My attention was called to 
this bv the luilure of eggs to m ake their ap­ 
pearance in the interior m arkets during 
the January thaw of 1887. 
Usually hens 
begin to lay alter five or six weeks of snow, 
just as soon as or a few da\ s atter the bare 
ground appears; but this vear the price of 
eggs k e 't up far into February in suite of 
the m ild w e ek s of the January thaw. W hen 
lea a liberal diet of m eat and fish, fowls 
need green food in the form of vegetable.! 
of some kind; the best, all things consid­ 
ered, being Irish potatoes chopped tip so 
they can be easily swallowed. In the corn 
and cattle counties oi tho West, w here hogs 
are plenty, pork cheap and cracklings (the 
residue after rendering lard) can be pur­ 
chased of butchers for two to three cents a 
pound, they are the cheapest and hest of all 
substances to be had to furnish tho egg- 
m aking ration. 


T H E P O T A T O . 


Fertilize r for Rotator* — Experiment* on 
Potatoes. 
W hat is the heat fertilizer for Irish pota­ 
toes, to be grown on clay soil? W here can 
it be had, and w hat is tho price? 
Yon neglect to m ention tho condition of 
your soil, w hether it is worn or fresh, and 
w hether it is tile-drained or not. For ordi­ 
nary clay land, well under-drained, nothing 
is better as a fertilizer than well rotted stable 
m anure. 
The advantage you would get 
from com m ercial fertilizers would depend 
much on the condition of tho soil and tho 
season. If the soil is poor and worn, phos­ 
phates 
or 
bone - dust 
would 
pay all 
or more than .hey co t. provided the 
season proves favorahla 
If very dry they 
would be of little or no benefit, but n that 
case they would help the crop next year. 
so that in the end there would he no 
loss. 
The 
experim ents 
m ade 
at 
the 
Ohio E xperim ent Station in the dry season 
of 1884 show a loss rather than gain on 
most of the plats th a t v e r ? fertilized Only 
coal ashes, which acted as a m ulch, and 
hon m anure, which is both a m ulch and 
fertilizer made any appreciable gain in the 
yield. Lime and salt Doth caused quite a 
loss. below the general average of the un­ 
fertilized plats. In 1885, however, the ap­ 
plication of fertilizers of nearly all kinds 
added considerably to the yield. For ex ­ 
ample, m uriate of potash increased the 
avell'go yield over th at of unfertilized 
plats about 14 per c e n t.; superphosphate 
about 18 per cen t, limo nearly :;() per cent, 
hon m anure a cont 8 per c en t, wood ashes 
about the same, chin post of stable m anure 
with m uck 8 per cent., while coal ashes 
m ade scarcely any difference in the yield. 
In these experim ents it was found that 
whore 
com m ercial 
fertilizers were ap­ 
plied in excess oi 200 pouting tho gain was 
not so great as at this rate. In sever I c sos 
it was considers ly less, and in some the 
yield on tile extra fertilized plats w as less 
than on those uniertihzed alongside. 
In 
1884 the highest yield was but 154 bushels 
to the acre, while in 1885 th* highest yield 
was 410 bushels. 
In this last case 200 
pounds per acre of superphosphate were 
applied. 
In 1883 the experim ents showed 
the largest yield from coal 
ashes the 
next from hen m anure, the next highest 
from barnyard compost, and next from 
lime, the increase being from 5 per ( o u t in 
the tatter case to 25 per cent. in the case 
of coal ashes. 
Hut 
evidently 
it will 
not do 
to infer 
fr< rn this th at coal 
ashes is the best fertilizer for potatoes. 
The probability is th a t m e soil was in ex­ 
cellent condition, and if the season had 
been favorable would have produced a lull 
crop w ithout fertilization, put being some­ 
w hat dry the coal ashes proved just the 
thing m ost needed. In a dam p season it 
m ight have proved of no benefit whatever. 
The land on which these experim ents are 
m ade, with the preparation and cultivation 
given at the station, has produced in a 
favorable season, over 270 bushels per acre 
of Burbanks, the variety used in the fertil­ 
izer tests. 
It will be seep from these figures that 
very much of the benefit of auy kin i of 
fertilizer in potato growing depends on the 
condition of the soil, and the character of 
the season, as todrynessor m oisture.—[Indi­ 
ana Farm er.

E xperim ent* o n ‘P o tato es- 
There have been few if any experim ents 
m ade in potato plant feeding w ith fertil­ 
izers that are so extensive or more conclu­ 
sive than those m ade at the experim ent 
ground of the Rural New Yorker. There

different experim ents 
made. The natural soil yielded, average 
five plots. 74 bushels per acre. The largest 
yields were as follows:

R a tio n al F ertilization o* Crone- 
In a paper read by Dr. C. A. Goessman, 
director of the M assachusetts E xperim ent 
Station before the M assachusetts H orticul­ 
tural Society, on "Rntional Fertilization of 
Garden Crops and F ruits ” special atten ­ 
tion was called to the im portance of careful 
selection of m am m al substances with refer­ 
ence to the most advantageous form. 
A productive agricultural or horticultural 
soil im plies for various reasons the pres­ 
ence of decaying vt getable m atter. This 
condition we secure either bv a direct addi­ 
tion in form of barnyard m anure or some 
other vegetable refuse m aterial incidental 
to other Industries or bv green m anuring, 
or a judicious system of rotation of crops. 
The lattorcourse is in many cases the Baler, 
so far as the preservation ot a healthful 
condition of the soil is concerned. 
An excessive accum ulation in the*oil of 
either anim al or vegetable m atter, or of 
both, is apt to turn it into a brot ding place 
of Injurious parasite growth. 
For this 
reason it is not com m endable to secure a 
liberal 
supply of the various essential 
articles oi plant food by the use of an ex­ 
ceptionally targe quantity of barnyard ma­ 
nure or of an organic refuse m aterial of 
sim ilar character. 
A m oderate m e of these substances, sui>- 
ported by a proper addition of concentrated 
com m ercial articles cf plant food to r the 
>atmos* of rendering them com plete fertil­ 
izers deserves, iu the m ajority of eases 
particular com m endation on account of lite 
directness and certainty with w hich we 
can rea h the object in view. 
The adoption of this course in m anuring 
our lands has not only m aterially improved* 
our chances of securing larger crops, but, 
w hat to of not less im portance, it has en­ 
abled us to noti< e the particular influence 
which the different essential articles of 
plant food net unfrequently o x en on tile 
quality of the crops. Observations in this 
direction are now so well established th at 
no one fam iliar w ith the facts can reason­ 
ably question their fie iring on vital inter­ 
ests in agricultural and horticultural in­ 
dustries. 
We have good reason to believe th a t not 
only the particular form in which we apply 
the various articles of plant food, but also 
the particular association and relative pro­ 
portion in which they may be applied, 
under corresponding conditions of season 
and soil, control in many instances the 
special cornu.eroial value of our crops. 
We begin to discrim inate between m uri­ 
ate of potash and sulphate of potash; we 
know th a t a liberal supply of nitrogen and 
potash, in the absence of a coriesponuing 
proportion of phosphoric acid, tends to 
reiard the cu lturing of somo crops. It is 
not less recognized th at sulphate of lim e 
and sulphate of m agnesia vkieseret) favor 
in an exceptional degree the growth of 
leaves and stem s. Sulphate of m agnesia, 
used in connection w ith potash 1 (impounds, 
is known to send the potash to the sub-oil, 
and has thus proved a m ostelnciem remedy 
ior clover ana beet sick lauds. The same 
effect may be expected in our orchards, as 
far as distribution of potash is con erne J. 
A nother im portant point dwelt upon bv 
Dr. Goessman vias the fact th a t the essen­ 
tial pl >nt constituents are not needed in 
different plants in tee same corresponding 
proportions at the various success ve stages 
of grow th,hut are wanted al different stages 
of growth iii different absolute and relative 
proportions. 
I ach plant has its own wants 
at different stages of its development. (Train 
crops require m uch nitrogen in an available 
form during their tater p eri'd of growth, 
blooming and form ing seeds; grapevines 
need a large am ount of potash during the 
growing and m aturing of the grapes.

After the death of our fourteenth buffalo 
there cam e a tim e w hen it seem ed neces­ 
sary for us to leave our favorite hunting 
ground quite undisturbed for a w eek or so, 
in order th a t the rest oi the buffalo m ight 
work back Into it. Accordingly, leaving 
McCanna and W est to take care of the 
camp. w e tum bled a sm all am ount of plun­ 
der into our wagon, drove our spare saddle 
horses ahead of us. aud. very early one 
m orning, pulled over tow ard the Mussel­ 
shell river, about twenty-five m iles to the 
west. 
There was a cood trail all the way. 
aud. by Hie tim e tho afternoon sun was 
w ithin an Dour of setting, w e were atop cf 
tho 
high 
ridge, 
which 
gave 
us 
our 
first 
view 
of 
our 
promised 
land. 
And 
truly the panoram a 
th at 
lay spread out before us was nu enchanting 
one. Three tittles sw ay ran the river, wind­ 
ing along between high bluffs, which alter­ 
nated w ith patches of gray cottonwood and 
red willow th at grew in the narrow, level 
bott'uu. U p from both sides of the river s 
course ran an endless succession of great 
yaw ning ravines, branching out ai they 
ascended tho g'eep wafer - shed into in­ 
num erable sm aller ravines, until the eye 
was lost In their mazv intricacies. 
I p in 
these rugged ‘‘breaks,” as they are called, 
hiding under a soft m antle of green the 
rough fe atures of desolate hill and hollow', 
lay great patches of evergreen woods, com­ 
posed of pines and < edars. Those nearest 
us afforded a refreshing contrast with the 
barren ground that lay between, but in tho 
distance they blended together until the 
whole valley of the river seem ed to be filled 
with evergreen woods. It was a period 
visual fea t to us all. 
fellowly and toilsomely we wound our way 
down tow arb the river 
The trail lay a'ong 
" a hog back," and although it seemed we 
would never g t (town to the river, we 
fina ly 
reached the level bottom 
and 
brought nu short at the edge of a perpen­ 
dicular hank just as darkness com pletely 
enveloped us. 
We found ourselves in a 
regular cul-de-sac. with the river I auk he* 
lore us, on either side a dreadful wash-out. 
reaching away up tow ard the hills, and all 
with banks tw enty lect high and as straight 
as the w ald of a house. It was too cark to 
find our way out, so we camped right th e ra 
In 
order 
to 
reach 
the 
w aler 
th at 
lay 
so 
tem ptingly 
near 
we 
had to 
dig 
stops 
at 
a 
low’ 
point 
of 
tho 
bank, so th at both m en and horses could 
tum bledow n aud scram ble up again w ith­ 
out actual risk to bones or body, 
But for 
once in cur lives we had plenty of firewood. 
Ail anout our cam p lay huge cottonwood 
trunks, dead and dry, and a roaring camp­ 
fire sprang up as if bv magic. 
Ail abund­ 
ance of good firewood was such a luxury 
th at w ith one accord we ail gathered it and 
piled on a cord apiece, more or less, just to 
enjoy th* luxury of having enough. 
The 
abundance of pure, crystal, clear-runniDg 
w ater in the river, joined to the supply of 
firewood, m ade us feel we were quite 
"hooked up," 
• 
A* the C ow boyi Sax'. 
B ut the luxuries provided for us at th a t 
cam ping place did not end w ith wood and 
water. The afternoon after our arrival a 
young black-tail buck cam e sauntering 
leisurely down the bed of one of the wash­ 
outs, and just when it em erged upon the 
pebbly bank of the river to take a drink of 
ice-waler, Russell caught sight of it and 
ended its career w ith a bullet from his 
W inchester. It fell w ithin fifty yards of 
our camD-iiie, and, being very fatand ten­ 
der, w'e /feasted like gourm ands. 
W hilo 
th a t carcass w as still warm Jim McNuney 
rode into 
cam p w ith a 
young white- 
taile I deer behind bis saddle, aud thus 
another dainty was added to our 
bill 
of fare. But even th at was not all. A6 if 
to induce us to kill ourselves by gorm an­ 
dizing on choice game, a targe Mock of wild 
goose cam e during the sect nd night and 
settled on tho ice in the river only 200 yards 
below our camp. 
We paid them an early 
visit w ith tho sho’-gnn and killed three of 
thorn, two of which wore young, tend r and 
beautifully tat. The next day was T hanks­ 
giving; the cold was tan degrees below zero, 
and, having no tent, we ( ainped uuoer the 
skyom y. Boyd got up at 3 o’clock, built a 
roaring fire, dressed one of the birds, stuffed 
it in capital style, and roasted it in the 
Dutch oven. At sunrise we sat down to our 
T hanksgiving dinner ct savory roast goose, 
cooked tom atoes, stewed upplos, flapjacks. 
syrup ami coffee. 
It w as a feast lit for a 
king, and I only wish you baa been there to 
enjoy it. 
Un the first day’s hunt Jim McNnney and 
I w ent our together and struck into a Dig 
tract of evergreen tim ber w hich lay just 
east of our camp. It w as by all odds tne 
strangest woods I ever set foot in. 'I lie sur­ 
face was an endless succession of little 
knolls ana ridges, divided by a netw ork of 
interla in i gullies. The ground was dry 
and loose and as hare oi all gra s and other 
plant-life as an ash pile. T h estu n te 1 cedars 
grow in little clumps, but not very thickly, 
gnarled, twisted and bristling on all sides 
w ith dead lim bs and roots ready to snap osF 
at the slightest touch. Often when a cedar 
grows 
on a knell or a ridge the Girt 
is washed from around it like so much 
loose 
sand, 
and 
tho 
re d s 
are 
left 
sticking out helplessly in mul-air where 
tltoy 
ate 
dead 
and 
ary 
directly. 
Many et those 20-foot cedars th at had 
died and lost all their la rk worn twisted 
I rom lowest root to topm ost twig as if some 
giunt hand had tw isted them up out of 
"excelsior” wood fibre. 
It struck mo that 
th* trees in D ante’s "Inferno" m ust have 
looked just like these- stunt d, gnarled, 
tw isted, blasted, scraggy 
worthless, and 
even dism al to look upon. 
It t kcs a stout 
h eart and a clear conscience to h u n t all 
day am id such surroundings w ithout a 
F e e lin g /af S lrp ren ilo n . 
Here and there this w retched stuff is re­ 
placed bv genuine pine woods; and even 
though the trees are raUcu’ouslvsm all they 
are a pleasing substitute. T heir big brown 
cones th a t lie scattered thickly over the 
ground are good to look upon. 
Jim and I soon got separated, and we did 
not m eet again until n ght. 
Although it 
was easy enough to ride silently through 
the openings, w ith the horse’s tread m uf­ 
fled in the loose eartii, it was imposvssble to 
keep from snapping of dry twigs now and 
then. 
Deer tracks were num erous, and 
presently Did Brow nie and I cam e upon the 
fresh trail of an elk. A s it was only about 
six 1%/urs old. we started to lollow it, just 
for tim fun of it, to see w hat would turn up. 
Tho trail led straight tow ard our camp. 
but lefore no had gone halt a m ile we 
suddenly found our elk ’s tracks partly 
obliterated . y tho still fresher tracks of att 
im m ense grizzly. 
’Now,’’ thought I "bere 
is my long-lost grizzly at last.” T he im ­ 
pression of tim broad, peat-shaped sole aud 
of every too and cl ;w-point was left most 
clearly and pointedly in the loose soil, cs if 
a Pig rorilla or H ottentot had been strolling 
th a i way, aud they tilled mv soul w ith re­ 
spect for their m aker. The track 01 tho 
bear’s hind loot was eleven molies long ami 
seven wide at the widest part, 
But each 
m an in our crow d was am bitious to kill the 
first bear, and it was w ith a feeling of 
genuine thankfulness th a t I turned Old 
Brownie upon the trail of the grizzly aud 
m ace ready for a scrim m age. 
Before we had one 
OO yards our soul in 
arm s and eag r for the fray, up c am e the 
tracks of two more grizzlies, amt joined the 
set I was following! My hat gently rose 
w ith my hair, and I felt so m any w hite 
feathers sprouting on my back I feared 
some of tho cowpunchers m ight corno 
along ami kill me for a goose. Now, let; 1110 
say right here th a t whoever looks lightly 
on the ‘‘tiUn’ w ale” of a grizzly bear d o 's 
him self a great injustice. It is a well­ 
known fact th at a grizzly will fight a circu­ 
lar saw any tim e and give it two licks 
ahead. It is also stated on good scientific 
authority th at a grtz ly bear 
bas been 
known to fight his own shadow. 
I once ventured to track up a big tiger on 
foot and alm ost alone contrary to all ortho­ 
dox rules of tiger-hunting, but it was a tam e 
experience com pared w ith following no 
those three grizzlies. I dism ounted, tied 
old Brownie to a cedar, and went ahead on 
foot, so that I could successfully sneak up 
on my gam e, provided I < am e up witll it. 
And nervous work it was. too, lot rn* tell 
you. 
Usually I could see about thirty yards 
in adc alice, but m any a thick evergreen 
th a t lay close to tho trail could have 
screened tho biggest grizzly th at ever lived. 
I wished m ost fervently tor my partner’s 
company and also for a catling gun. bul as 
it was I felt as if I was going to my own 
funeral. 
H ollow ed the trail for nearly a mile. I 
think, eves, ears and W inchester at full 
cock, and, at last. it took a plunge into the 
h ea d Af an awful ravine dean. steep sided 
and choked w ith bushes and tangled masses 
of juniper. 
I felt m st.nctively that the 
gam e was there, bat not for the throne of 
BuL’an a and a chrom o thrown in with it 
would I have tollowed even one big grizzly 
into th a t place, to say nothing of the two 
assistant grizzlies. As the English say, "I 
funked it” very em phatically. I took the 
back track and kept it until I got to my 


horse. It was the first tim e I eyer left a 
trail because 
f t u x A frnlil to F ollow It. 
The next day I took Kursell with me. and 
we w ent back to that place on foot. We 
took up the trail again and followed it 
through th at tangled ravine, but found no 
bears. TerltRps it was lucky for us th at we 
didn’t. 
We followed the tracks for hours, 
until they struck bard ground, and then, 
being unable to see the trail, we g* ve It u p . 
D uring the five days we spent on the Mus­ 
selshell we saw bour tracks a good m any 
times, and also tho carcasses of three cows 
th at had been killed and eater.; but never 
once sighted a grizzly. 
In th at region they 
are now scarce and hard to find. It was the 
sam e case with elk. We found a fresh elk 
track now and then, and a great many pairs 
of old elk antlers, bleached w hite us chalk; 
but never once did we get sight of an elk. 
And tins Was a great disappointm ent 
A fter spending two days of our tim e in a 
fruitless search for bear and elk, we gave 
them up and turned our attention to h u n t­ 
ing deer. In the cottonwood tim ber and 
tho thiok copses of rod willow that filled 
the river bottom there were plenty of w hite, 
tailed deer, and to them Jim M Nancy aud 
Bussell paid spe' ial attention. The rustling 
of the dead leaves alw ays m ade such a 
racket th a t the deer had notice of the 
h u n ter’s com ing long Lefore he got w ithin 
fair shooting distance, and It was hard 
w ork to get a fair shot, either standing or 
running. Tne woods were actually full of 
deer, mostly young, to be sure but their 
"environm ent” was so well calculated to 
prom ote "the survival of the fittest" th at 
the most of them got away. 
Boyd and I paired off and hunted the 
"bren s" back from the river for black-tail. 
It was a wild, rugged country, built on a 
grand scale, most rom antic ana unusual to 
look uoon, but bard to get through. It was 
a whole Gay’s work to ride through one 
system of ravlnos. from the narrow pass 
whore it burst through the lineof bluffs and 
entered the river up to the high level pla­ 
teau at its head. There were m iles noon 
m iles of steep hills and deep hollows, little 
buttes and sharp hogbacks, all of it ’bad 
grounds,’’ and covered with a straggling 
grow th of stunted pines and cedars. It was 
the ' ouiitry par excellence for black-tail, 
but sad to say we found th e m 'aw and far 
between. It is the same old story as I have 
already told of the imffalo and antelope. 
The W inchesters are roo many for them . 
Tho day th at Boyd and I had our best luck 
in the ’'breaks." Jim and Russell m et their 
W aterloo in the river bottom just below us, 
ana this was how it happened: 
My partner and I rode off at daybreak, and 
in half an hour were fairly into our hunting 
ground. We rode down some steel) declivi­ 
ties, toiled up others on foot leading our 
horses, picked our way along sharp, bare 
hogbacks and silently searched for game. 
Tt.e 
stunted 
cedars 
and 
straggling 
pines 
were 
sharply 
looked 
through, 
and 
presently 
when 
we 
rea. hed 
the 
top 
of 
a 
com m anding 
ridge 
I iooked across a ravine, and on tho hillside 
opposite, saw a tine black-tailed buck. He 
was looking at us intently. The distance 
was 200 yards, good measure, and being al­ 
ready on the v round it was but the work of 
a m om ent to draw up aud fire. He leaped 
off wildly, ran tw enty yards and fell dead, 
w ith a ballet squarely through bis lungs. 
He bad a beautiful head, and was a wel­ 
come prize. A little fatth er on Boyd killed 
a fine doe. as a companion for him in the 
collection, quite as it should be. 
But before Boyd or I had fired a shot th a t 
m orning the rides of Jim and Russell be­ 
gan to ntftko the woods below us ring w ith 
one shot after another—whang! bang! 
w hang! It was the most, musical shooting 
I ever heard. 
Every shot was a perfect 
song that w ent ringing through the tim ber 
on the crisp, frosty air, echoing and re­ 
echoing from bluff to bluff, and filling our 
envious oars like a real of bella 
Tile boys 
shot aud shot, and kept shooting, now 
rapidly, now slowly, but in a jolly, business­ 
like way th a t was terribly 
'T antalizing to TI*. 
It seemed as if they would never stop. 
We 
felt half angry with ourselves over their 
better luck. "G reat grief I" exclaim ed Boyd 
at last, in a tone of protest. 
"T hat tim ber 
m ust Le just lousy w ith deer. 
I wish we 
had gone there. 
How' m any do you reckon 
them fellers will get?" 
"H alf a dozen, sure, and some fine bucks 
am ongst them ." I answered, hopefully, yet 
w ith regret. 
M echanically I kent count of 
their shots, and. before tho h u n t was over, 
they had tired just twenty-six. 
Up to that 
tjm e my partner and I had three deer lo show 
for nine shots tired in two days. W ell, we 
skinned our two deer and carried the skins 
to cam p I eh iud our saddles. The other two 
boys returned crestfallen, disgusted, mad. 
They had oulv ODC deer! Jim vowed he 
could not hunt successfully w ith Russell, 
and would never again hunt w ith anyt ody. 
Russell openly swore at him self for doing 
such poor shooting, and would have kicked 
him self if he could. Since th at was im pos­ 
sible, he tried to get square w ith him self by 
( ailing him self all sorts of names. It was 
a bad giveaway on tile boys, but they took 
it so seriously to heart none of us felt a t all 
inclined to joke them about it then. 
in 
fact, if they were w ithin reach of me. I ani 
not a t all sure I would venture to air the 
episode in this ribald m anner even now’. 
In three days we killed ten Geer and had 
enough enjoym ent to last us two years. 
The country was new to us ali. and our 
rom antic aud weird surroundings were a 
perpetual delight 
T hat lovely river was 
the only running stream we saw’ north of 
the Yellowstone. One day as Boyd and I 
lay re-ting on tho highest point of a lofty 
bluff th at rose straight u p from the w ater's 
edge, w e saw th a t from such a point of view 
tho stream is alm ost os green asan em erald, 
and quite as clear. For half an hour we 
feasted our eyes on the charm ingly pretty 
picture made < y the green and glistening 
river winding through its tim bered valley, 
the lofty bluffs that. rose on either band 
along its course, through tho occasional 
clefts of which we caught glim pses of the 
wild and rugged breaks th at lay beyond 
them . A lthough the w eather was stinging 
cold and we cam ped out w ithout shelter.we 
w'ere com fortable aud felt very 'oily,despite 
tho scarcity of gnme. The cowboys were so 
charm ed by Ute rom antic n atuie of the spot 
—and the grizzly bear tracks—th a t they 
talked strongly of returning to w inter there, 
for a continuation of tho hunt after our 
troubles w ith buffalo were over. 
In some respects it was a glorious country 
fo ra h unter; but it contained no buffalo, 
and as it was buffalo we wanted, we bade 
farew ell to the. Musselshell, and were soon 
iu pursuit of grander gam e than deer.

NICK-NAMES IN POLITICS. 


The Soubriquets that Eave 
Been Given to Presidents. 


The Enthusiasm that Old Hickory Aroused 


— Party Watchwords and Settees. 


W ill There be a Soubriquet or Motto 
for 1888? 
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(New York Snn.'i 
For a young republic, we were a m ost dig­ 
nified people in our political habits for the 
first thirty years of our life as a nation. Per­ 
haps it was a keen sense of th e audacity of 
our unique experim ent in "of. bv, and for 
governm ent" th a t caused ai) political opera­ 
tions to be characterized by gravity aud 
great dignity. 
Presidential canvasses were 
carried on as lawyers arguo grave causes 
before Suprem e Courts. Bcboolboys and 
soldiers 
were 
perm itted 
to 
hurrah, 
but not politicians. Torchlights, bonfires, 
fun and lury would havo been thought 
contem ptible auxiliaries of an election for 
president, and to display emotion was be­ 
neath the dignity of m en who were sove­ 
reigns. Public m en spoke in form al rhet­ 
oric and in Latinized phrases. Even Daniel 
W ebster was m agniloquent and Dr. Jo h n ­ 
sonian in those early cays of his political 
Hie. A rgum ents were worthless th at were 
not ornam ented by quotations from the 
classics 
and 
rhetoric 
puerile th at did 
not perm it th e spouting of lines from 
Cicero. 
Dem osthenes 
and 
the 
poets. 
The pam phlet was an engine of politi­ 
cal 
persuasion. 
Publius and 
Agricola, 
Benex and Ju stitia labored by m eans of 
01 en letters of prodigious length to prevail 
against the m onarchical Federalists or the 
Republican Democrats. 
The press 
wa* 
great in its political essays, and very little 
in its news. It reported the duel between 
Burr aud H am ilton in ten lines, and ratio­ 
cinated by th e colum n on abstruse political 
theories. The great conventions th at in these 
days nom inate candidates for the presi­ 
dency were then unknown. Grave caucuses 
of very grave m em bers of Congress placed 
the candidates iii nom ination. Sometimes 
even this form ality was dispensed with, and 
the electoral college voted for the candi­ 
dates who were indicated by w hat is now 
called th e consensus of 
opinion. 
Fed­ 
eralists as a party gasped and died soon 
alter Hie w ar of 1S12. Calm respectability 
ami conventional decorum prevailed. Pla­ 
cidity 
followed, 
and Mr. 
Monroe was 
elected for 
his 
s cond 
term 
w ithout 
the 
ripple 
of 
a 
political 
wave 
or 
the 
antagonism 
of 
an 
idea. 
To that point we had come, and the danger 
th at threatened was th a t of dry rot. Then 
of a sudden our whole m ethod of political 
activity was changed. We plunged into the 
canvass of 1824 with a watchword, an in­ 
spiring cry, th at stim ul (ted m en and m ade 
them enthusiastic. It vitalized politics, it 
began the ablend d series of popular and 
healthy turbulences which have ever since 
characterized presidential canvasses. Aijd 
yet this inspiring cry w'as simply a nick­ 
nam e- Old Hickory. 
"N icknam es.” said 
Napoleon, "should 
not bo despised"; and it Is said th a t Ja ck ­ 
son rejoiced in 
his 
soubriquet of Old 
Hickory. 
How he earned it is in dispute, 
but once earned it stuck to him u ntil his 
death, ana is one of th e few nicknam es of 
the past th a t have not keen forgotten. It 
was the first to be carried into a presidential 
canvass, and it was potent because it repre­ 
sented an idea. Andrew Jackson represented 
force, courage, virility, popular govern­ 
m ent w ithout the frills ann the cerem onials 
of the foreign courts, energy, and genuine 
dem ocracy, strengthened by experience. 
This set the sluggish political blood of th a t 
dav to (lancing, and this canvass in which 
men 
becam e enthusiastic 
and excited, 
taught the politicians of th at tim e th at 
there was health and vigor in this stirring 
up of men, by appealing asw ell to their 
sentim ents and emotions as to their reason. 
Stagnation bad threatened us. But th e wild 
whirl of an exciting presidential canvass 
clarified and invigorated politics. And it is 
precisely this m ost healthy and needtul ele­ 
m ent of our political life th at tho so-called 
civil service reform idea of today antago­ 
nizes. 
lf we could reform hum an nature 
as well as the civil service there m ight he 
no need of the activity, enthusiasm , energy 
an i other forces th a t come from a stim ula­ 
tion of tho emotions. But while hum an 
nature rem ains w hat it is, we should get 
our political oxygen through these agen­ 
cies, and th at Is a benefit th at will be far 
gloater than the evil, if there be any, iii 
our civil service system of placing in the 
adm inistrative ofti' e m en in sym pathy w ith 
th* party in power. 
From tho tim e when. under the inspira­ 
tion of Jackson’s nam e men (reed our po­ 
litical canvasses Dom the appalling dignity 
and 
solem nity th at 
first 
characterized 
them , tho tendency has been to call info 
play all the em otional powers, and we find 
this exem plified in the striking and sig­ 
nificant 
nicknam es or soubri m eta th at 
were attached to the great party leadets, 
Men catch at a nicknam e. 
It 
brings 
a candidate nearer to them . It is one of tho 
equalizing resources of dem ocracy. Aud 
fO we lim! th a t after tho charm of Old 
Hickory had shown Its power, th ere was 
developed 
speedily not onlv a strong, 
hearty aud vigorous opposition to th e party 
Jackson resuscitated, hut a tendency to 
idealize its great leader by a soubriquet, and 
iii 1831 the rapidly crystalizing W hig party 
bezan to talk of "H arry of the W est.” 
Tho younger generation cannot appre­ 
ciate the trem endous power there was In 
th at soubriquet. It idealized Clay. 
It tvpi- 
lied his m agnetic qualities. It m ade a po­ 
litical equal of a great intellect, It m atched 
for the Whigs the enthusiasm c re a te ^ oy 
tho m ention of Old Hickory am ong the 
Democrats. 
Old Hickory’s heir apparent was M artin 
Van Buren, and he w ent into th e W hite 
House, after a splendid canvass, in which 
the nicknam e of 
’The L ittle Magician" 
played a potent part. 
W illiam Henry H ar­ 
rison was then beaten 
by “The Little 
M agician.” but four years later there was a 
canvass for th e presidency th a t can only be 
described as m agnificent. E very citizen 
w as m ade 10 feel his sovereignty in i t It 
was a cyclone of political activity. H ar­ 
rison was nicknam ed, and in every cross 
road com er men shouted for Tippecanoe 
mid Tyler too, Old Tip, H ard Cider, Log 
Cabin, and the refrain, 
V nu, \ un 
Is a used up mnn. 
All these em otional stim ulants stirred 
men to their marrow, and vitalized our 
politics so thoroughly th a t th e effects were 
felt for years. 
In 1844, four years later. "H arry of the 
W est" was the W hig watchword used, and 
it aroused an enthusiasm fully equal to 
th a t displayed for Old Tip in 1840. The 
Dem ocrats had nom inated a m an w hom it 
w a impossible to apply a sobriquet to. He 
was 
not 
well known. 
His personality 
aroused no enthusiasm , and the best they 
could d o lo r Polk was to cry, "Pd.k, and 
the Tariff of ’42.” 
In 1848 the Demoi rats again nom inated 
one of the old school, General Cass. He 
was not a man to idealize by a nicknam e’ 
B ut Taylor was a character th a t suggested 
plenty of them . “Old Beuna Vista" gave a 
hint of his m ilitary renown, but the sobri­ 
quet th at was in every W'hig’s m outh dur­ 
ing the canvass was ‘ Rough and Rea ly." 
W hat a nicknam e for a hero picked from 
th e mashes! And it played no unim portant 
part in w inning votes ior old Zach. 
F rem ont w us idolized as the Pathfinder, 
but perhaps the m ost catching m otto of his 
canvass was th a t invented by some inspirea 
genius, "Frem ont and Jessie." and there 
were thousands of men who voted for Fre­ 
m ont oil act cunt of Jessie. 
Lincoln was chara terized as Old Abe, 
Uncle Abe, the railsplitter, but only one of 
his three antagonists had a nicknam e. That, 
however, was splendid, “The L ittle G iant.” 
it was worth as m uch to Douglas as many 
of his speeches, aud you will Hud men even 
today w ho sneak w ith tender recollection of 
the L ittle Giant. 
We have had co striking nicknam e since 
I sGO. if we except th at given involuntarily 
to Blaine by Bod Ingersoll, "T he Plum ed 
K night.” G rant was known in the arm y 
siniDl.v as •’’• ne Old Man.” 
New' York Slate has furnished alm ost all 
the nicknam es for parties and factions 
w ithin parties. Thirty-five years ago the 
W higs derisively dubbed the Democrats 
Locofocos. It was rare th at you heard a 
W hig speak of a Democrat as anything but 
a Locofoco. Y’et tho nam e was applied 
originally alm ost by way of jest, and arose 
from the use of 
locofoco m atches at 
a Democratic m eeting in old T arm rany 
Hall (now the bun building). It is some- 
thing of a coincidence th at I rom th at sam e 
building in later years shoula have come 
the appellation which has been universally 
accepted as applying to the self-appointed 
rem nant in politics—the appellation of 
mugwumps. The great factions of the 
Dem ocratic nartv forty years ago received 
their distinguishing nicknam es in New 
York. These were the Barnburners and 
Hunkers. "The Silver Gray W higs” iii alto 
of New York origin- Later it was a New 
York Republhan, Roscoe Conkllng. who 
dubbed the great factions iii the KeDub- 
lican party Stalw arts aud Half-Breeds. 
In view of the part th at enthusiasm and 
emotional vigor have played in all success­ 
ful canvasses since 1828, Dem ocratic poli­ 
ticians m ust regard Hie canvass of next 
year as one which will call upon ail their 
resources to excite their healthy passions. 
He will be a genius indeed who will invent 
a nicknam e tor President Cleveland th at 
will stim ulate mon when they hear it And 
he will he even greater who wilt coin the 
watchword tor the canvass. 
“Turn tho 
ras als out" won't d a 
T hat was one of 
the cries in ’84. but iDey were not turned 
out mnch faster than big louses for tele­ 
scopes are. Reform? Yet Colonel Watters 
•on asserts that the st&u-eyed goddess weep. 


Wipe ont the surplus? But th at fcnnld be 
tw itting on fa ta; it would he a sarcasm. 
In order to have the watchword and tho 
sobriquet th at expresses a living, genuine 
Dem ocratic idea, there m ust be found the 
man. There are some. There would be a 
heap of enthusiasm , for instance, ii- the 
laconism of Gov. H ill: “I ain a Dem ocrat.’ 
T hat would he a platform . There’s enthiu 
slasm enough bottled up in th at expression 
to s 'rve for a dozen campaigns. 
Yet it 
would not he likely to win the m ugw um p 
vote.

From there I cam e by 
rail to Mrong. w ithin fourteen m iles of 
home, and there I bad to stay from Friday 
night till Sunday morning, on account of 
the big snow storm ; aud as the F ranklin 
& M egantic was snowed in, I alm e home by 
team , arriving one hour and a half Defers 
father died.” 
Mrs. Landers, the above-nam ed daughter, 
is six feet in height, and weighs 
225 
pounds; and Ihe reader m ust judge w hat a 
task it was tor a woman of her size to tram p 
through light snow w ith snow-shoes, at the 
rate of throe miles an hour. It wits a feat 
th a t but few women iu M aine could per­ 
form.

Tho de­ 
nunciation is bitter, terrible. It gave me 
cold shivers.” 
"Yes. terrible, so it is. B ut not exag­ 
gerated. It sounds pretty strong, but it 
couldn’t be called exaggerated; for really 
Ifs only a simple statem ent of the truth, 
the facts. I’m going to quote it oil my o wn 
discourse next Sabbath. 
I fs just 
like 
'everything else. Bleak a law. w hether it 
be a law of the land, a law of nature, or tho 
law oi G o d-and yon m ust expoct to suffer 
the cense fen ces, to k e punished,’* 
“Yes, of course. 
And yet, somehow, it 
seems as though the punishm ent ought to 
be in proportion to tho offence. 
Do you 
seriously, literally, believe th at the Lord 
would punish such a sin w ith such fright­ 
ful, far-reaching penalties?” 
"W itte worse, even. 
No m ere hum an 


mind can conceive, m uch less describe, the 
fearful form s th e Divine vengeance would 
take. Ail we can do is to picture to our­ 
selves th e worst, and then say: It will be 
as bad as t bat or worse. T hat is w hat your 
grandfather has tried to do hero. 
The 
L< rd has expressed iD perfectly plain lan­ 
guage His desire th a t the integrity of Israel 
should be preserved. 
T hat was the pur­ 
pose for which this world was created aud 
m ankind called into existence. 
Now, to 
enter into m atrim ony with a Gentile is 
such a flagrant settlng-at-naugiit of the 
Lord’s w ill—why. common sense is enough 
to -how th e inevitable consequences.” 
"B ut suppose a Jew should love a woman 
of another race, a Christian, for exam ple, 
w hat would you have him do? Leave her? 
Never see her again? Give her up? It Le 
loved her no pain th at tho Lord could In­ 
flict would be worse than tho pain ut th at.” 
"B oid j our tongue, d in s .” the rabbi (Tied 
sharply. 
“W h at yon say 19 blasphem ous- 
is u denial of the Lord’s omnipotence. May 
the I.ord forgive you. No no; His power 
to inflict, pain. as well as to confer bless­ 
ings, is measureless. W hat would I have 
tho Jew do? Why, of course, I would have 
him give lier up, no m atter how much tho 
sacrifice m ight cost him. But the case you 
put is not likely to arise. 
Dole tor a Chris­ 
tian woman never could enter a Jew Hit 
heart. Bach a sentim ent as a Jew m ight 
perhaps feel for her would he an unholy

assicn. Site m ight fascinate his senses. 
ut of true love she could inspire none at 
all.” 
“And vet suppose, for the sake of argu­ 
m ent. suppose th at she could tin t she had 
— th a t the Jew really did love lier with true 
love. w hat then?” 
"W hy, then, as I say. I would have him 
renounce her, and abstain afterw ard from 
any sort of c ouiinunication with her. 
I 
would have him pray, also, th at his heart 
m ight bo cleansed ami restored to h ealth; 
for such a love would be a spiritual dis­ 
ease.” 
Elia* m ade no answer. The rabbi turned 
his attention to his lamp. the dam e of 
which was spluttering and palpitating, pre- 
pa ratoi y to going o u t

To be born in Israel is more illustri­ 
ous than to he born a princo; the blood of 
Israel outranks the blood-royal: for the 
Lord our God created tho heavens and tho 
earth, the b rds aud tho beasts, the flowers, 
tho trees, the air, the sunlight, tor the espe­ 
cial enjoym ent of his chosen and m uch be­ 
loved people. 
But rem em ber, too. th at if

he 
Lord 
has vouchsafed to you this 
rcat and peculiar privilege, so Ile will 
exact from you great and peculiar devotion. 
Though a Gentile, because the Lord pays 
no heed to him, m ay com m it certain sinful 
acts with im punity, for you—upon whom 
the eye of tho Lord rests perpetually for 
you to com m it them would entail im m ediate 
and awful punishm ent. Though a Christian, 
ior exam ple, because ho is of infinite sm all­ 
ness in the sight of the Lord, may transact 
business on the Sabbath, if you, a Jew, were 
to do so the Lord would surely visit you 
with some frightful calam ity. Y'ou m ight 
Ie struck by lightning. 
Io u m ight be 
afflicted with an incurable di-case.” This 
was the sort of do trine th a t had been 
dinned into Ellas Bach a raj b ’s ears from 
the tim e when ho bud first begun the 
studios preparatory to becoming Bar-Mitz- 
vati. and to assuming, as the saying is, tho 
L eke o; the Thorah. Heredity predisposed 
him to accent i t T he occasion had never 
arisen for him to doubt it, or even to con­ 
sider it in tho light of his own intelligence. 
He lied taken it for granted, just as he had 
taken his geography and history for granted 
—just i s m anj wiser people than he, the 
world over, tak e their theology tor granted 
every day. • 
To a Jew such as this. nothing eau be 
m ore intrinsically repugnant than the idea 
of m arriage with a C hristian—or, more 
accurately, with a goy, winch term is ap­ 
plied equally to all hum an beings who are 
not of Jew ish faith or lineage.

His 
parents, Ilia brothers and sisters, his near­ 
est relatives, would put on m ourning tor 
him : aud henceforward, ii they 
should 
pass him on the street, they xvould refuse 
to recogni.e him. In the synagogue he 
would he ex-com m unicated aud cursed. 
All pious Jews would he enjoined from 
holding any intercourse 
w hatever w ith 
h im : irom sneaking with him ; from buy­ 
ing of him, or soiling to him ; from giving 
him foo I, ariuk, clothing or shelter; from 
succoring him in danger or in sickness;

I guess siio’il sun ll about as 
sweet under it, asshe does under her present 
one. You see I agree w ith tho Grout Bard. 
Anyhow, if sho’s made up ber m ind to huvo 
you, I suppose ITI he obliged to say yes, 
sooner or later; and it’ll save tim e and 
trouble for m e to say it sooner.” So it was 
ut ranged that they should lie m arried early 
in tile spring, th a t they should spend the 
sum m er travelling in Europe and th at in 
the autum n they should return to New 
York, and dom icile them selves under Red­ 
wood’s roof. 
“Tho m an who m arries mv daughter.” 
stipulated tho old gentlem an, with a grim 
smile, “has got to m arry me. I ain't pretty.

Did she not dwell w ithin its 
walls? 
Certainly, in form er years, the 
Eighth avenue 
horse 
railway, with its 
dingy cars and shabby passengers, had 
had no special fascination for hun ; bat now 
the bare m ention ol its n. lite would rouse a 
sentim ental tenderness in his bosom. 
Was 
not th at ti e line by which he travelled 
when he w ent to ee lier?'■Everywhere ho 
became aw are of now aspects aud new in­ 
fluences, lo win h heretofore his conscious­ 
ness had been herm etically sealed, 
in a 
letter w ritten by him to Christine at about 
this tim e for, despite the frequency of 
tnelr m eetings, they found it n eerearv to 
keep tit© post oliieo busied on their behalf— 
Elias indulges iii iii© following thupsody; 
“I have w aked u p from a long sleep, a 
period 
of torpor, diversified 
by v ague 
dreams, into fresh, keen, sensitive life 
I 
have begun to love: and until one begins to 
love, ono Is only half born. Until one loves, 
half the faculties, half the activities, which 
one P' ssesses. lie in a dorm ant state, are 
m erely potential, latent. For love—is it not 
the very soul and life of life itself? I know 
a poem which says ‘Through love to light! 
Oh. 
w onderful 
the 
way, 
that 
loads 
from darkness to the portent day!’ T hat 
expresses exactly witat I mean. Tho life I 
lived before I knew you and b 'gan to lovo 
you, com pared to the life I live now. as the 
(tusk of early m orning compares to tho 
brilliant day that t omes with the rising of 
the sun. 
VY here there was chili, now there 
is warm th. W here there was silence, now 
there is music. W here there was gloom, 
now there is glory. Things th at were be 
fore invisible or insignificant, now fo r e 
them selves upon my attention, and h ve a 
m eaning and a solemnity, it is as though 
you 
had touched me with a vivifying 
v/and—as though you had given m etodrm k 
of the elixir of life. 
Well. you have given 
me to drink of the elixir of love; ana th at 
is even more potent and m arvellous in its 
effects. T bose are not mere phrases, Chris­ 
tine. dashed off in enthusiasm , w ithout 
being weighed. Thev are an im perfect ex­ 
pression of very real and practical fact.;, 
See tho direct and m anifest influence that 
m y love of you has exercised upon my 
work, my art- I used to tell myself, witli a 
goon deal of complacency, th at the artist 
was a sort of priest; th at lie ought to boa 
celibate th a t be ought to consecrate tho 
whole of him self to his art th at tho muse 
should be his who, th at no mortal woman 


should divide his homage with her. I had 
one form ula th at pleased me e-oauially. I 
sa id ,‘the m use Is a jealous mistress, Bhe 
will brook no rivaliy. To win her favor one 
m ust renounce the world and devote him ­ 
self exclusively to ber service.' And I used 
to fancy th at I really believed this doctrine. 
But w hat pompous nonsense! W hat soph­ 
ism : VV h at can t' W hat puerile pinning of my 
faith to a hollow set of words! hor the very 
first requirem ent to successful accomplish­ 
m ent In a rt- w hat is it? 
Isn’t t ere a 
spiritual equipm ent ss much needed by the 
artist, as indispensible to his productive­ 
ness as hts m aterial equipm ent of pftlet, 
paint tubes aud brushes? Why, the very 
sine (ma non is this; th at he shall five, I 
mean. th at he shall he intensely hum an; 
tb a; he shall think clearly, feel deeply and 
see truly se eth e truth, the whole truth, 
and the very h eart of the truth, t a tli one 
Ii re lived iii this sense, ono’s art will never 
ho real art. It will only tie a nicer, a more 
< omplex species of mechanics. It will he the 
body of art, w ithout tho spirit of it, Well 
did I live, did I think, feel, see 
before I 
knew you, and loved you? A little, per­ 
haps; vaguely. Incom pletely; by tits and 
starts; as in a class, darkly. But now? 
Oh, it is as though you had gjfcn me a soul! 
You have quickened the dorm ant soul th at 
Was in me, given it eyes, ears, perceptions, 
sympathies. At last I am alive, tingling 
and throbbing to my fingertips with life, 
with warm, buoyant, intense, oager life. 
My existence now Is a constant exalta­ 
tion. a constant 
insulation. 
W hatever 
mv eye looks rn on, w hatever mv ear bears, 
w hatever my fingers touch, m eans some­ 
thing. says som ething to mo, and wakes a 
response in my own heart. 
I think, feet, 
see, and consequently paint, w ith a zest, an 
im petus, a power, aud yet a serenity, a re­ 
pose, oi which I never even had a concep­ 
tion in the old days. Christine! Oh. my 
love! 
. 
. 
W hen I look a; you. Christine, 
and realize th a t you are my betrothed- 
th at you love me, and that you have prom­ 
ised to be mv wife; and wlteu I tako your 
little hand in mine, and stroko it. and 
feel its wondrous warm th and softness, and 
bring it to mv lins, and breathe th at most 
delicate fragrance which ever clings to it; 
and when I gaze into tho lum inous depths 
of your eves, and behold yout spirit burning 
tar, far down in them ; on! my blood seems 
to catch tire; eaclt breath Is like a draught of 
some magic, intoxicating vapor; I come 
near to tainting for the great jov th at fills 
my h e a r t- fills it and thrills it. I dare say 
all men who love, and are loved in return,

I recognized it, and felt k 
with a quick thrill, as one feels an electric 
spark, the first tim e I ever saw vou 
reflected in th a t old. tim e-stained look- 
intr-als.83, between the windows in your 
lath er’s 
shop. 
I 
recognize 
and 
feel 
It, perpetually everyw here I go. All tho 
other women th at I see have about them a 
touch of the earth, from which you are 
free; and they lack that touch of heaven. 
which 
you 
have................... Why, from 
among the millions of m en upon this 
planet, why should I have been the one 
chosen to enjoy this unique rapture? W hat 
have I done lo deserve th at the single peer­ 
less and perfect lady should be m ine? It 
is incom prehensible. In a world built up 
of m arvels, It is the primo, the crowning, 
‘.ho overtopping marvel. 
It 
would 
he 
incredible,

truo. 
But 
sometimes, 
true 
though

become 
so acutely 
conscious of the wonder arid incom prehen­ 
sibility of it. th at I doubt it In spite of my­ 
self.

All tho while my soul is trem ­ 
bling within m e; nor does it cease to train l ie 
til! I nave crossed Your threshold and bo- 
held you w ith my oyes, and ti veiled you 
w ith my hands, urn! thus, so far as seeing 
and feeling are believing,convinced myself 
that you really exist, arid that, my great 
happiness is not a phantasm , unless.indeen, 
my whole life is one long phantasm , one 
continuous dream , which som etim es I think 
may be tho explanation of It. Tiiis great, 
vast happiness! It would be ungrateful ana 
irreverent to suppose th at it has fallen to 
my lot by more chance or accident; arni yet 
I cannot understand why God should have 
so favored me above all other living men. 
YV'hy ho should have selected me to receive 
the greatest tilcSBiiig th at He had to bestow 
—your love, mv queen!" 
And I ti a letter w ritten by her to him . she 
says: “YV’h a tlf we had never knowu each 
other? 
'H iat would have Peen very posui- 
hie, wouldn’t It? 
Tho world Is so large. 
and there are so many, m any peotde and 
the likelihood of any two happening to 
come together is so very slight, it would 
have been quite possible for us to have gone 
through life, and died, w ithout ever having 
known each other. 
T hink of the m any 
years that we did dwell right here rn the 
sam e city, w ithout even knowing of each 
other’s 
ex isted e! 
And 
yet 
often, 
perhaps, 
in 
the 
course 
of 
those 
years, we cam e very near together, Who 
can tell but th a t we may have sat together 
in the same coneen hall. listening to the 
sam e m usic? 
We may have passed each 
ether in tire street a great many times. 
We may e\ en have ridden in the same 
horse car together, and not have noticed 
each other. 
Isn’t it strange? But think, 
it’ I had not happened to go to my father’s 
shop th at afternoon! Or, lf you had not 
happened to go there, roo at just the 
same tim e! 
Why. then we m ight never 
have known each other at all! I takes 
my breath away to think of it; doesn’t 
It yours? How strange and empty aud in­ 
complete our lives would have been! 
We 
should have gone through life, w ithout 
ever really knowing w hat Ufo m e a n t-w ith­ 
out ever realizing the greatness an i tit < 
richness and the wonder of it I should 
never have known w hat it was to lo v e-fo r I 
never could have loved any one but v o n , Off, 
bow lonesome I should have been! But vou— 
do you think you m ight have loved some­ 
body else, and married lier ? There are so 
many women, hut there is only one you — 
Oh. if I could only feel sure th at you Would 
always, always love me. and uever get over 
loving me!

But the paper is quite cold 
now; and aire rev the ink lias begun to 
fade. Yet, to Christine’s pages there anil 
clings, singularly enough, the ghost of a 
Jaiut, sweet smell. 
Num berless were Ute delightful hours 
that Elias snout painting at her portrait, 
snd long before the spring came he had it 
finished. 
Of coarse, ho was not satisfied 
with it. 
Of course, he found It tam e an t 
poor when compared to the original.

his sketch-book. The effort, was always a 
pleasure. Tit© resuit was always a disap­ 
pointm ent. He did not, however, by any 
means, confine those experim ents to his

THE PAY OF AUTHORS. 


The recent death of J o h n G. S a n e brings 
to m ind th a t some years ago bo received an 
annual salary of $5000 from the New York 
Ledger for furnishing one short poem each 
week. This shows w hat a long stride has 
been taken during the last few years In the 
way of better rem uneration for American 
literary work. One can gain an idea of the 
hopes of an Am erican author, less than 
three-quarters of a century ago. by an anec­ 
dote which F k n im o r e C o o p e r relates of 
“The Spy,” one of his most popular tales. 
So little wa8 expected from the publication 
of an original novel by an Am erican on a 
subject suggested by events in his own 
country, th at the first volum e of "The Spy” 
was actually printed several m onths before 
the author felt a sufficient inducem ent to 
write a line of tho second. 
"As tho second 
volum e was slowly p rinting,” adds Co o p e r , 
"the publisher intim ated that the work 
m ight 
grow 
to a 
length th a t 
would 
consume the profits. 
To set his m ind 
at rest, 
the 
last 
chapter 
was 
actu­ 
ally 
w ritten, 
printed 
and 
paged 
several 
weeks 
before 
the 
chapters 
which 
precede 
it were even thought 
of.” Readers of Longfollow’s biography 
will rem em ber th at a few years later than 
this the poet, whose fam e, it is true, was 
then ju st beginning, contr,buted to a lit­ 
erary m agazine for a year, at tho rate of 
one dollar a colum n for prqso and two for 
poetry, and as several of the poems filled 
only half a column they wero paid for ac­ 
cordingly. 
A balf-century later the At­ 
lantic Monthly was eager for his short 
poems at $100 apiece, while the Harpers 
could give him $1000 for a poem tike 
"Keram os.” The great changes th a t have 
taken place in our literature, owing to the 
desire for works of our own countrym en, 
are a sign of our progress as a people, and, 
in spito of tho lack of an international 
copy-right to protect our authors against 
unpaid com petition. Am erican w riters are 
in general as well paid now as their literary 
oretfiren of other countries. 


OUR INVISIBLE 
LEADING 
STRINGS. 


"Sym pathetic m uscular action!” Call it 
that, call it m ind-reading, or call it w hat 
von w ill; but it is none the less wonderful 
how a m an can get his fellows on a string 
aud lead them through circuitous by-ways 
in search of som ething that he knows not 
of till he has found it. 
But suppose we generalize. Are we not 
all on the string every day w ithout know 
ing it? Are we not all engaged in a sort of 
hide-and-go-seek gam e—im pelled in a de 
vious search after happiness by invisible 
leading strings? 
It is Hidden things that hum an nature 
eternally craves. 
W hen Mr. M o n t a g u e 
gets the boys on a string they know where 
the thing is hid to which he leads them . 
lf they m erely thought they knew he would 
lead thorn there all the game. 
Now happiness is the ever-hidden thing 
which every m an is seeking; aud every 
man. of course. Pas his m aid on the place 
w here it is supposed to fie. Society being 
m ade un of m any m en of m any m inds, it is 
therefore everywhere, 
or no w h ere-tb * 
eternally unfound. 
But between such as 
locate it alike there is form ed a certain 
sym pathetic cord. 
Somebody catches on 
and goes ahead in quest of it, us fie is im ­ 
pelled. He often fancies him self a leader, 
when be is m erely a creature of impulsion. 
Half the leadership of the world is of this 
order, and there is no leader who is not 
largely charged with the will and purpose 
of those whom he is supposed to have on 


sav that on not a few occasions when the 
conditions were especially good, ho had ; 
preached sermons w ithout know ing when ; 
he got hom e a word of w hat he had faith 
His im puted "bread and w ater” lecture; 
had so incensed tho working i eonlo that I 
when ho was invited to appear beside Mr. j 
P arnkli. and speak in the Brooklyn Acad- j 
emy of Music a trem endous uproar ensued, J 
so th at when he arose to speak cries of 
"Sham e! sham e! bread aud w ater!” went I 
up. Yet this same B eecher w ent on and ; 
delivered the m ost radical address on land i 
reform th at vip to th at tim e had been heard i 
on either side of tile water, mingled with j 
such scathing denunciation of the oppress-J 
ors of labor as caused his enem ies of en I 
hour ago to bound Lorn th eir seals iii fever- J 
ish applause. 
A flippant judgm ent settles such contra­ 
dictions at once by the rush brand-vnark of 
hypocrisy. 
I take it. however, th at Mr. 
B eet hick’ : great row ers a ere seated in so 
highly susceptible and synuatlietic a na­ 
ture th at when the circuit was fully opened 
between him self and his audience tho lat­ 
ter bad him on a s trii g and im pelled him 
w hither their w ill and purpose directed. 
Even the terrible iron figure of B ism arck 
is to h rem arkable degiee tem pered with 
tfii- 
quality. Years ago, when G eorgic 
B a n c r o f t w as our Gorman am bassador at 
Berlin, the resident Am ericans celebrated 
T hanksgiving by having a regular turkey 
dinner at the Hotel de Home. Oilier am ong 
tho invited guests was B ism ar! k. whose 
overaw ing presence at first chilled tho 
appetites of not a few hum ble plebeians 
like m yself at the table. But as toe feast 
developed, tho great m inister gradually 
became more Amerlc an ti an the Ameri­ 
cans them selves. and after he had w. shed 
down the vanquished bird w ith his usual 
stonishing quantum of raw brandy he was 
the chattiest 
m erriest and m ost demo 
crane fellow in the crowd, 
After Mr. H ancko: t I an delivered a neat 
little German speech, laudatory of the Em­ 
peror and ;h ' empire, the ponderous man 
of blood and iron arose and capped it witn 
a speech so thoroughly Am erican iii spirit, 
ana so clean-cut dem ocratic in sentim ent, 
th at the rather still and diplom atic Ban­ 


croft seemed the im perialist figure, and 
B ismarck tho enilodim ent of democracy. 
"C reature of destiny and child of the 
fatherland,” he said. "I am by education 
and profession an im perialist. 
Wero I not 
that I could lie nothing less than an Ameri­ 
can dem ocrat.” 
A Germ an student who left the hall with 
me, rem arked sotto tor* after we had 
reached tho street: "W ell, th at was good 
democracy enough to tickle the fifth rib of 
all Yar.keedoodledom, but we Germ ans 
know well enough how the cunning i’ome- 
ra u ia n isth e greatest living m aster of the 
art of being ell things to all men, and such 
gush simply m akes us sm ile.” 
Y et I believe that for the tim e boing 
B ism a r c k was sincere, for there was no 
special diplom atic purpose in it. as there 
was when be took the South Germ an dele­ 
gates to Kiel and kept them intoxicated 
for three days and throe nights on board a 
frigate in order to win them over to his 
naval appropriation s, heme. The tact is 
th at Mr. B a n c r o f t , w hom he greatly ad­ 
m ired, and the rest of the guests got him 
on tho string, w ith the help of roast turky. 
raw brandy, and an atm osphere thoroughly 
charged with democracy. 
•rnpulsion and propulsion ave the two 
necessary factors of all social dynamics. 
How often does the end m an on some string 
of social activity fuucy in his conceit th at 
lie is leading tho crowd, when rn reality it 
is the crowd behind th at is im pelling aud 
propelling him. A deaf and blind m an iii 
my town is led by a stick through the 
crowded streets, tho stick being m erely a 
m edium of com m unication between him 
and m otlier earth. 
But how m auy hum an 
sticks arrogate to them selves leadership 
over their fellows, whan they are sim ply 
m edia of com m unication between those 
behind them and their purposes aud aspi­ 
rations. 
Invulnerable social strings are hanging 
loose around us. charged w ith 
infinite 
hum an purposes. We catch on lo one. and 
soon I ml a certain following behind us, 
im pelling us in souroh of som ething which 
tney wish to attain. 
We are good leaders 
in proportion as we sustain complete sym­ 
pathetic relations w ith those who impel us. 
We become con. eited failures when we 
close the circuit aud propose to drag others 
behind us as sclf-euffieiont dictatory. 
It is 
then tim e for somebody to let go. 
It is thus from the singular phenom ena of 
so-called m ind-reading, sym pathetic m us­ 
cular action, or w hatever one chooses to 
call it, th at we may gather lessons of 
modesty, sym pathy, unity and wisdom gen­ 
erally, in our relations w ith our fellow­ 
men.

Tidy Pattern in Antique Crocheted Lace 


— Odd Edging— Scarf, Etc. 


Illustrations 
Showing Just How 
to Do Them. 


Our accum ulation of patterns and re 
quests for the sam e rem inds us th at it is 
tim e for another chapter in our serial on 
crochet work, and so we give several de­ 
signs this week, Tney are. as usual, pre- 
p red for this departm ent by Mrs. Eva 
M arie Niles.

'Hie illustrations pr nted w ith this nro 
plainer than directions could possibly bo, 
ami ihe latter are besides unusually long 
and monotonous. These who have followed 
, the "H our’s” explanation? of crochet work 
I will find no difficulty, however, in picking 
out the pattern from the cuts, with a few 
general directions. 
A section of the tidy is given whieh shows 
Hint it is m ade of antique insertion and 
e ging to m atch, put together w ith satin 
ribbon, which in tho case of the model w as 
of peacock bino. 
Ti e effect oi the com bination of ecru, 
colored linen, the unbleached being used, 
mid the blue ribbon was very good indeed. 
The strips of ribbon uere fringed out ai the 
bottom and fringe of the thread was added 
to the etui* of m o crocheted strips.

Or, if neglected, 
the sam e conditions of peace and good 
order will be seized upon by the com m ercial 
rivals of this couatry, ever eager to seiz.e 
upon new opportunities for extension and 
developm ent ot commerce, and quick to ap­ 
preciate the necessity for accom m odating 
them selves to w hatever may be needed.

The result was th a t for 
a m om ent her hull disappeared from sight 
under the water. 
Every one tho u g h t she 
was lost. She rose, however, sw ept along 
over the rocks w ith th e current, and lortu- 
oately escaped w ith only one hole in her 
bottom, which was stopDed in the course of 
an hoar. 
The H indm an and Osage lo th 
cam e through beautifully w ithout touch­ 
ing ath in g . The accident to the dam . in­ 
stead of disheartening Colonel Bailey, only 
induced hun to renew his exertions altar 
he had seen the success of g etn u g four ves­ 
sels through. 
The noble-hearted soldiers, seeing their 
labor of the last eight days sw ept away in a 
mom ent, cheerfully went to work to repair 
damages, being confident now th at all the 
gunboats would be busily brought over. 
These men bad been working for eight days 
and nights up to their necks in w ater in the 
broiling sun. cutting trees aud w heeling 
bricks, and nothing but good hum or pre­ 
vailed sm ong them. On tho whole, it w as 
very fortunate th a t the dam was carried 
awav, as the two cargos th a t were swept 
away from the < entre swung around against 
some rocks on the left. and m ace a line 
cushion tor 
the vessels, and prevented 
them , as it afterw ards appeared, from ru n ­ 
ning on certain destruction. 
Tile force of the w ater and the current 
beiug too great to construct a continuous 
dam of ti OO feet across the river in so short 
a time. Colonel Bailey determ ined to leave 
a gap of fifty-five feet in the dam and bund 
a series of v, inc d ims on the upper 
falls. 
This w ig accom plished in three 
days' time, and on the l i t h Instant the 
Mound City. Carondelet an i 
Pittsburg 
cam e over the upper tails, a good deal of 
labor having been expended in hauling 
them through, the channel baing 
very 1 
crooked and scarcely wi le enough for thorn. 
K e n day the ( '/ark . Louisville, Chillicothe 
aud two tugs also succeeded in crossing the 
upper tai la 
Im m ediately afterw ards the 
Mound City. 
Carondelet aud 
P ittsburg 
started iu succession to pass the dam , all 
their hatches battened down and every 
precaution taken to prevent accident. 
The passage of these vessels was a most 
beautiful sight, only to be realized when 
seen. They passe : over w ithout an acci­ 
dent, except the unshipping of one or two 
rudders, This was witnessed by all the 
trot ps. and the vessels were Heartily cheered 
when thev passed over. N ext morning, at 
IO o’clock, the 
Louisville, Chillicothe. 
Ozark and two tugs passed over w ithout 
arty accident, except the loss of a man, who 
w as swept oft the neck of one of th e tugs. 
This is, w ithout doubt, the best engineer­ 
ing fest ever performed. Under the best 
circum stances, a private company would 
not have completed this work under one 
year, aud to un ordinary m ind the whole 
thing would have appeared an utte r impos­ 
sibility. 
Leaving out his abilities as an 
engine,r, he saved a valuable beet. worth 
nearly $2,000,000. Ti e highest honors be­ 
stowed on Colonel Bailey could never repay 
lor the service he rendered the country. If 
General Banks had not come forward with 
his troops Admiral Porter would have had 
to blow up his fleet. 
General Banks deserves m uch credit for 
the m anner in which he forwarded the en­ 
terprise. giving his whole attention to it 
night and day. scarcely sleeping w hile the 
work was going on. attending personally to 
seeing th ai all the require neats of Colonel 
Bailey were complied with on the instant- I 
do not beli '-e there ever was a ease w I wire 
such difficult cs were overcome in so short 
a tim e, and without any preparation. 
The construe lion ol the dam was exclu­ 
sively the work of the army, lint little aid 
or encouragem ent was rendered by officers 
of tile navy, except by L ieutenant A. K. 
Lanthorns, com m anding the Mound City, 
who assisted in setting the cribs, and was 
always ready to answer the call of the 
officers cli ar god with the construction of 
th e work 
The soldiers labored zealously 
night aud day, in and out of the water, 
from the 1st to the 13th of May inclusive, 
when the passage of the boats was com­ 
pleted.

lf the expedition was not as successful a* 
was hoped for, it showed the indom itable 
sD iritof Eastern aud W estern m en to over­ 
come obstacles deemed by most people in- 
Surmountable. It presented a new feature; 
nothing like it had ever beeu accomplished 
before. 
Preparations had been 
m ade 
for the 
m ovem ent of the army the evening after 
the passage of the boats below' the dam oil 
the 12th. and after all were below on the 
13th orders were given for the march. 
Humors were freely circulated throughout 
th e cam p at Alexandria th at upon evacua­ 
tion the town would no burned. To pre­ 
vent this destruction of property, part of 
which belonged to loyal citizens. General 
Grover,com m anding the point, was ordered 
to provide for its occupation by an armed 
force until the army had m arched for 
Simms port. 
The m easures 
taken were 
Sufficient to prevent a ooniiagration in tue 
m anner in which it had neon anticipated. 
B ut on the m orning of evacuation, while 
the army was in full possession of the town, 
a tire broke out in a building on tho levee 
which had been occupied ny refugees or 
soldiers, in such a m anner as to make it im­ 
possible to prevent a general conflagiu* 
tion. The am m unition and ordnance trans­ 
ports and the depot of am m unition on tho 
levee were within a few yards of the lire. 
The boats were floated into the river and 
the am m unition moved from 
the levee 
with all possible despatch. The troops la- 
bored with alacrity and vizor to suppress 
th e conflagration, but. owing to a high 
wind and the com bustible m aterial of the 
buildings it was found impossible to lim it 
it* progress, and a considerable portion of 
the town was destroyed- 
'I his day trio j oin' was passed where tho 
enemy had blockaded the river, and near 
their rifle-pits were fouud the rem nants of 
the captured mails, the ground beiug cov­ 
ered with the envelopes of the 1 G.oOO let­ 
ters that bad fallen into their hands. The 
postage, not yet defaced, h d been care­ 
fully torn off, a* if the captors had a lin k ­ 
ing suspicion th at the portrait of W ashing­ 
ton was of more intrinsic value tnan that 
of either of the Confederate chiefs. 
Although the enemy iiad abandoned their 
position on the river they still continued to 
harass the retreating arm y, keeping the 
cavalry constantly skirm ishing, and on Hie 
afternoon of the 16th the firing became so 
rapid th at the arm y formed iii line of t attle 
several tim es with toe expeotati n of an 
engagem ent 
At sundown the m usketry 
increased, accompanied by artillery, and 
the second division of the Nineteenth armv 
corps went through the 
little town of 
M arksville on the double-quick to the assist­ 
ance of the cavalry,*who were reported lo 
have been severely handled. Tile enemy 
drew off, however and the division bivou­ 
acked on ap open plain beyond th e village. 
At daybreak the next m orning our ad­ 
vance encountered his cavalry on the prair e 
east of the town. He fell back w ith steady 
and sharp skirm ishing across the prairie to 
a belt of woods, which he occupied.

For kissing another m an’s wife. with or 
i w ithout her consent, the punishm ent of 
I exclusion or its pecuniary equivalent was 
awarded. A m an rendered him self liable 
for kissing an unm arried w om an under 
legal guardianship w ithout her consent; 
and, even if tho lacy consented, tho law re- 
quired th a t every kiss should be wiped out 
bv a fine of three m arks, equivalent, to 140 
ells of wad in al, a quantity, we are told 
sufficient to iurnish a whole ship’s crew 
with pilot a d ieu . Truly such kisses were 
expensive luxurie . Tho code of Justinian 
says “that if a man betrothed a woman by 
the kiss, am i either party died before m ar­ 
riage, tho heirs were entitled to half the 
donations, and the survivor to the other

A shkvtt.t k, N. C., March 3.—No doubt 
some of the finest flavored sm okinztobacco 
in the world is grown in this region and 
m anufactured in this State. It is a bright 
and beautiful golden color, as thin as tissue 
paper and sm ells well while in tho act of 
feeding itself to tho devouring elem ent. 
Tobacco has been known to our race for 
al out four centuries, and during th a t tim e 
it has m ade wonderful strides. 
It is sad to think of Hie suffering th a t 
existed throughout tho length and breadth 
of the Janet before tobacco was discovered. 
Tobacco if grown upon the rich, ri d hill­ 
sides of North Carolina and V irginia bv 
m eans of agriculture. 
The Venetian-red 
soil of the South has to be fertilized before 
it will produce much tobacco. The best fer­ 
tilizer is the handiw ork of Signor Guano of 
Peru, whose works are very popular in the 
South. 
T he soil is then tickled w ith tho hoe, and 
African hum orists who can am use a planta­ 
tion in this wav readily com m and a salary 
of about i-7 per m onth. 
Fertilizing is quite expensive, and it re­ 
quires a good rroo to get even on the year’s 
expenditures for labor, fertilizers, etc. Olio 
man I hoard of the other day sold his crop 
two weeks ago, and still lacked $4 85 of 
having enough to pay off Mr. Guano. 
Such things a-> these do much to dis­ 
courage the use of agriculture as a m eans 
of relaxation in the South. 
Tobacco is a strong, growing, herbaceous, 
fuzzy annual, rising fre luently to a height 
of six feet unless previously “topped.” Tho 
only ornam ent w orn bv the adult tobacco 
plant is a large, thick-set worm, which may 
he secured by im bedding him botweeti the 
leaves of Mr. W ebster’s verbose dictionary 
an I then deftly closing tho volume. 
On opening the book years afterw ird the 
still features of tho worm may still be de­ 
tected. 
Tobacco is not sold at tho South bv the 
producer at a regular price per pound, but 
he hauls it into the warehouse, and when 
there is a break or sale hts tobacco is sold at 
auction, though sometimes it is bought at 
private sale. 
Ti o pinhooker is a peculiar feature of the 
private sale business. Pinhookers work in 
threes 
Pinhooker A goes to the horny- 
han cd producer, and says: “I will give 
you $sO for your lot: tobacco is falling a 
little today, and I will not hold th at otter 
good more that! an hour.” The producer 
refuses to iccnut the offer. 
Prottysor n Ptnhoojcer Ii comes up to him 
an i says: “PII offer you $08 for your lot if 
you give me a reply soon. 
\\ hat do you 
sa y ?’ 
The planter gets a little scared over the 
failing m arket, but refuses to sell. 
Th nC comes in and offers SGO if accepted 
prom ptly, and the now thoroughly fright­ 
ened toiler rushes around to And A and 
accept his offer. 
But A says it is too late — 
the m arket is too shaky. He then scours the 
premises for Ll, who reluctantly takes the 
goods at about $15 less than they ar* worth. 
This is another reason why the domain ct 
agriculture at the South is now rarely iu- 
v ail od by the w hile man. 
Tobacco is used in the preparation of 
snuff, fine-cut tobacco and plug tobacco. 
It is fre ineptly used also to flavor cigars, 
and sometimes in 
the 
better grade of 
cigarettes. 
Tim exi orts of tobacco from 1850 to 1875 
increased from $0,417,25) iii value to $28,- 
647.862. Ten years ago the internal rev­ 
enue from tobacco was nearly 140,000,000. 
For years t bas been a favorite am use­ 
m ent on the part of tho U nited States to 
jerk a letv millions of revenue now and then 
out of th at floor tobacco agriculturist ain! 
so k the am ount into the various avenues 
where the great sausage grim ier of govern­ 
m ent needed more means. 
T hat is tho reason why so many nickel 
cigars are boing sacrificed at the rate of two 
for ft quarter. 
O ther in orrnat;on regarding the great 
tobacco industry Is liable to follow close 
it; on the heels of this treatise.

In Edward I \ . ’s reign it was usual lor a 
guest, boti! on hts arrival and ai his dep ir- 
tnre. to kiss his hostess and all the ladies of 
her fam ily. Again, in H enry’s lim e, when 
Cavendish visited a 
French 
noblem an 
at his own chateau, the m istress of Hie 
house, at tho 
head of her m aidens, thus 
greeted him : 
“For as 
mu: It 
as ye be 
an Englishm an, whose custom it is in your 
country to kiss all ladies and gentlew om en 
w ithout offence, aud although it be not so 
hero in this realm , yet will I . eso bold as to 
kiss you, aud so shall all my m aidens,” 
Erasmus, grave aud staid .scholar as lie was, 
writes enthusiastically of the practice: * lf 
you 
go 
to 
any place 
yon 
are 
re­ 
ceived 
w ith 
a 
kiss by 
all; 
if you 
depart on a journey you ate dismissed 
with a kiss; von retu rn —kisses are ex­ 
changed; they come to visit y o u -a kiss the 
first thing; they leave you—you kiss them 
allround. L»o they m eet you anyw here- 
kisses iu abundance. 
Lastly, wherever 
you move, there is nothing but kisses—and 
if >ou had but once tasted them ! How soft 
they are! How fragrant! On my honor, 
you would not wish to reside here for ten 
years only, t ut for life!” 
We find lit the tim e of Jam es I. th at the 
constable of tipaiu bestowed a kiss upon 
each of Anne of D enm ark’s m aids of honor, 
“according to the custom of the country, 
any neglect of which is taken as un a ffro n t” 
Bunyan, the im m ortal tinker, strongly 
reprobated tho practice which had grown 
to 
such 
lengths, 
and 
asked 
its 
de­ 
fenders “Why they made balks? 
Why 
they saluted Hie most handsom e and let 
the ili-favored ones go?” In France the 
custom found great favor and has lingered 
to a greater extant than in our country. To 
an Englishm an, full of h a insular reserve, 
there Is som ething unm anly in the way men 
at a public 
railway 
station in France 
salute each oilier upon both cheeks; and 
yet tit England itself it was at one tim e the 
recognized form of salutation, so much so 
th at we find Rustic Sprightly com plaining 
to the Spectator of a courtier who m erely 
contented hiuiself with a courtly bon', 
instead 
of 
kissing 
the 
ladies 
all 
round upon entering the room. But not 
only was it usual for a gentlem an to kiss a 
lady, but ti was ceremonious tor the sterner 
sex to thus salute each other. In Wesley’s 
journal 
dated June 16, 1758, we find a 
rem arkable instance oi this in a description 
of a duel between two officers at L im erick: 
‘ Mr. lf. proposed firing at twelve yards, but 
Mr. J. said. No, six is enough.’ So they 
kissed one another (poor farce!), and before 
they were live paces asunder both fired at 
the sam e ius;ant.” 
Hone, in his quaint old “Tablo Book.” 
gives an account of a curious 
kissing 
festival held in Ireland: “Easter Monday 
several hundred young persons oi the town 
and neighborhood or 
P ouferry, 
county 
Down, resort, dressed In their best, to a 
pleasant, witik near the town called ’The 
W alter!’ The avowed object of eac h per­ 
son is to see the tun, which consists in the 
men kissing the fem ales w ithout reserve, 
whether m arried or single 
This mode of 
salutation is quite a m atter of com se; it is 
never taken amiss, nor w ith much show of 
coyness. The fem ale m ust be ordinary in­ 
deed who returns borne without haviug to- 
cer ed a t least a dozen hearty busses.” 
Kissing under the m istletoe is a custom 
of very rem ote origin, and a practice iou 
common to be dealt with hero, though it 
may not, perhaps, be known that, owing to 
the licentious revelry to which it gave oc­ 
casion. m istletoe was form erly excluded by 
ecclesiastic order from the decoration of 
the c hurch at Christm as time. Hone tells 
us th at there was an old belief th a t unless 
a m aiden was kissed under the m istletoe at 
Christm as she 
would 
not 
be m arried 
during tho ensuing year. 
In the ceremony of betrothal a kiss has 
played an im portant part in several nations. 
A nuptial kiss in church, at the conclusion 
of the m arriage service-, is solemnly en­ 
joined by the York Missal and the Saruin 
Manual. In the old play of “The Insensate 
Countess,” by Marston, occurs the line: 
The kiss© thou gav’st me tu church here t&Ke. 
It was also considered an honer to he the 
first to kiss tho bride after the ceremony, 
and all who would m ight contend for tho 
prize. In the “Collier’s W edding,” by E d­ 
ward Chicken, we read: 
hour rustic fellows Wait the while 
To kiss the bride at the church stile. 
W hen ladies lips were at the service of 
all. it becam e 
usual to 
have 
fragrant 
scented comfits or sweets, of which we find 
frequent m ention. 
In M assinger's “Very 
W omen’' occurs the following: 
Faith: search c ir pockets, and lf you find there 
Comfits of am bergrease to help oui kisses. 
Conclude us faulty. 
When kissing was thus a common civility 
of daily intercourse it is not to be wondered 
at th at it should find Its way in o tho cour­ 
tesies of dancing, and thus we learn that “a 
kiss w it anciently the established fee of a 
lady’s partner.” 
in a dialogue between 
Custom and Verite concerning the use and 
abuse of dancing and m instrelsie, printed 
by John Ai Sue, is tile following verse; 
But some reply, what tool would uauuce, 
It that, when daunce Is (loone, 
He rosy not have at lady’s lips 


gilts m ust he restored to the donots and 
their heirs-at-law.” 
Kissing iii m any religions has played it* 
part as a m ark of adoration or veneration. 
Iii Hose* x iii. 2 . speaking of idolatry, we 
find the .sentence: "Let the m en th a t sacri­ 
fice kiss the calves.” 
Again, the discon­ 
tented 
prophet 
is 
told th a t even 
in 
idolatrous Israel are 7000 knees which 
have 
not 
bowed 
to 
B aa1, 
“and 
every m outh 
which 
hath

kissed 
him. “The Mohammedans, on their pious 
pilgrim ages lo Mecca, kiss the sacred black- 
stone and the four corners of tho Kaaba. 
Tho Romish priest kisses the aspergillum , 
and Balm Sunday the palm. Kissing the 
Pope’s toe was a fashion introduced bv one 
of the Leos, who had m utilated his right 
hand and was too vain to expose the stum p. 
Kissee have been the rew ard of genius, as 
when VoJtare was publicly kissed in the 
stage box bv the young and lovely Duchesso 
do Pillars, who was ordered by an enthu­ 
siastic pit thus to rew ard the author of 
“Meropo.” In politics they have beau used 
as bribes, as in tho famous E atansw ill elec­

For, when Fox was contesting the hard- 
won seat at W estm inster, the beautiful 
Din hess of Devonshire offered to kiss all 
who voted for the groat statesm an- And 
fully as famous, aud perhaps in a better 
cause was the self-denying patriotism of 
the beautiful Lady Gordon, who. when the 
ranks of the Scottish regim ents had been 
sadlv thinned by cruel Badajoz and Sala­

Kisses in our day have their penalties if 
they should he too rudely poached.

Men who 
would telegraph JOO words in a single 
message got to sending three or four words 
by wire th at m eant as much as the 100- 
woru message. At th e present tim e every 
big business house in the country has a 
telegraphic cipher. M any firms have pri vats 
ciphers of their own. and any m an who 
can invent an original cipher covering 
the ordinary term s of the com m ercial vo­ 
cabulary can sell It readily for a good 
round sum. M erchants w ant ciphers th at 
nobody but them selves and their trusted 
agents in different parts of the country can 
understand. T here are thousands of very 
rem arkaule messages sent over the wires 
every day. A m essage sent by a big sugar 
broker on last W ednesay to a m erchant in 
this city was delivered by m istake to a m an

The man for whom the message was 
not intended read

"Dead Horse.” He sent the message back 
to the telegraph office for an explanation, 
and then it was delivered to the prober per­ 
son. The m erchant was not surprised when 
ho rea l “Dead horse.” 
He knew th at it 
m eant th at the broker would not scil at the 
figure he had offered. T he funny exchange 
of telegraphic com m unications between 
business men is not funny to them . They 
ate all business, and w hen a m erchant re­ 
ceives a message, “Rooster,” which means, 
"W e expect to buy at your lim its,” he does 
not think of a big barnyard cook w ith a big 
red comb and a flowing tail ana huge spurs. 
The rooster never crosses hts mind. 
The m en who deal in hogs and Chicago 
beet have a great deal of telegraphing to 
do. and the language m ost used in hogs is 
verv brief and snappy.

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THE CARE OF TREES. 


Lecture by Dr. Goodale of 
Harvard. 


Cultivation of Trees from Seeds— lion 


to Craft and Bud Scientifically. 


Pruning for Growth and for Fruit- 
Transplanting and Other Points. 


[Reported in Boston Dilly journal by .loan 
Kincaid?) 
Dr. George I- Goodwin, Fisher professor of 
botany a t H arvard College, has been giving 
an 
extrem ely valuable and 
interesting 
series of lectures upon our native forest 
trees oefore the W om an’s E ducation Asso­ 
ciation cf Boston, this spring. One of these. 
on the care of trees, we th in k will bo inter­ 
esting to all readers. 
Tile lecturer began by referring to the 
bibliography of the subject. 
Many good 
tilings on arboriculture may be found in 
French aud Germ an, and in an English 
tieatise now rather out of date, Louden s 
‘ A rboretum ” ; also iu m any works on po­ 
mology.and in the hook prepared a few years 
ago by Mr. Hough, under direction of Hie 
governm ent, “A Keport Upon Forestry.” 
As to the cultivation of trees from the 
seed we m ust believe th a t nature knows 
how to sow seeds. 
Take any one of our trees—for exam ple, a 
willow. T he catkins are now increasing in 
size, the seeds are ripening, and by the end 
of Ju n e they will be ready to be dispersed, 
l.y m eans of the delicate hairs attached 
these seeds will be carried to a great db I 
tance. 
Falling on a dry soil, they will 
am ount to nothing, hut in a dam p soil they 
w ill germ inate at once; two cotyledons, a 
little shoot and a little wood will lie made. 
The cotyledons arid other leaves will fall 
oft 
in 
the 
autum n, but 
there 
will 
be 
a 
term inal 
bud 
and 
probably 
tw o or m ore axillary buds left behind. So 
the 
little seedling 
will 
do very 
well 
through 
the winter, and 
will grow on 
next spring, lf we took this willow seed, 
kept it through the w inter and planted it 
in spring wheat would occur .’ The condi­ 
tions are very different, for the vitality of 
these seeds is retained for a short tim e only, 
aud 
cannot stand a 
thorough drying. 
The 
oak 
soed, 
on 
the 
other 
hand, 
will 
last 
for 
three 
or 
four 
years. 
W atch 
an 
acorn as 
it 
falls 
to 
the 
ground. 
It does not sta rt the first year, and 
sometimes not the second year either. This 
is true of the hard nuts. 
Being covered up 
by falling leaves.it is kept warm and moist, 
and when it finally starts will produce 
three or four rough leaves. 
Plant this In 
tho house, and it will m ake a grow th of 
three or 
four inches, 
or even a foot 
in the first 
season. 
But 
this 
is 
not 
as 
nature 
intended 
it 
to 
be. 
W hen 
seeds are 
planted 
for 
study, 
care should be taken to preserve natural 
conditions as far as possible. 
Use a sanuy 
soil, a m ixture or equal parts sand, leaf 
m ould and pear. This keeps dam p w ithout 
being wet. P lant in shallow wooden pans 
with slats or perforating in the bottom, and 
keep m oist, but not wet. Sow very thickly. 
The m ost will start, and tbon comes tho 
struggle for existeuee. In nature few come 
to anything, but m any are wished forstudy, 
go they m ust be "pricked out” (lifted w ith a 
bit of wood or zinc), w hen they have two or 
three "rough leaves,” to another pan, where 
they will have more room. Keep in acool 
house or in a pit covered over ao th a t it may 
be opened on warm days to harden them 
up. A seedling runs through its cycle rap­ 
idly in the house, and should be cut back to 
m ake it stocky. W hen seedlings h a ’ e a t­ 
tained a height to necessitatea third ‘'prick­ 
ing off.” set out. Be careful not to keep too 
wet. 
I n C r a f t i n g a n d J l u d d l n g 
it is necessary to understand a few general 
principles and then successful work is en­ 
sured. Remember, th a t a stem is m ade up 
of pith. wood and bark, and between the 
wood and bark is the cam bium layer, the 
source and point of grow th for both wood 
and bark, the vital point of the tree. Any 
graft or cutting from some oiher tree, 
which we 
may 
wish 
to 
grow 
upon 
this stem, has also the pith, wood, bark 
aud cam bium layer, and the condition of 
success is to have these two cam bium 
layers brought together and firmly united. 
I he m ost common way of doing this is to 
cu t a branch off squarely and split it down 
for a little; then insert in this split the 
graft, out wedge shaped at the base, so th at 
Hie two cam bium layers are in contact. 
Tie the wholo firmly and exclude air and 
m oisture from the wound by a coating of 
wax (made Horn beeswax and resin). 
I he 
two layers will blend together, if all goes 
well, mid the crude m aterials brought into 
the tree by the roots will ascend into the 
scion also. The buds of the latter will de­ 
velop into leaves, which will elaborate tiffs 
m aterial, and neith er scion nor stem will 
affect each other very much in most cases. 
Budding should bedene at a season when 
th e bark can lie lifted readily from the cam ­ 
bium layer. Cut a healthy bad w ith a little 
silver or scale, cutting into the cam bium 
laver of course. C ut a T-shaped slit in the 
bark of the tree and slip in the scale of 
bark attached to th e bud. It it "sets” at all 
it will get firm very soon, ana does not 
usually need to be tied. G rafting had best 
be done iii the spring, for obvious reasons, 
but budding m ay be done any tim e during 
the sum m er. 
R ot all plants can be grafted or budded 
upon all others, and the range in m any in ­ 
stances is sm all. Mr. Jackson Dawson says 
the pyrua japonica, for instance, can be 
grafted on itself, on apple, quince, thorn, 
and, not so easily, on m ountain ash. In 
oaks, one European species, the quercus 
peduncuiata, will accept ail other oaks, but 
our quercus alba is not so hospitable. 
Ob­ 
serve th a t d I ants accept buds from allied 
fdants; the scion grows unaff ected, afford- 
ng an exam ple of distinct colonization. 
le a n in g M ay be H one 
to alter or im prove tho shape of a tree, or 
for th* purpose of forcing fruit, 
lf we 
wished a tree which grew natu rally in a 
spire sliuDe to assum e a rounded form, we 
w euld cut the term inal buds and thus force 
the side shoots to grow. T rees can thus be 
trained into strange shapes, as we see them 
in foreign gardens or on Mr. H unnew ell s 
estate rn W ellesley, 
We may not adm ire 
tho artificial aud 
m erely odd 
shapes 
popular in the past, but we m ust rem em ­ 
ber th a t g riftin g and pruning will g iv en s 
any desired shape in a tree. F ru it is forced 
by cutting off th e leaf buds as m uch as 
possible w ithout changing the shape or in­ 
juring the tree. 
Sn aller leaf buds will 
g : o a , and, consum ing less m aterial than 
the others, will leave more for the fruit. 
V* hen tho buds are growing well cut back 
again (called second pruning for fruit). 
Bruning may generally be well done when 
tho plant is in full leaf, b ut w hen you h a\e 
to oo with plants which dower on now 
shoots, prune in spring. Uladrastis, maples 
aud grapevines, amt some others, bleed 
badly when out in the spring, and will love 
quarts of sap. putting them 
back very 
m uch. Prune such when in full loaf aud 
Wiev will not bleed, as the sap is diverted 
Soto the growing leaves, 
in transplanting it should be rem em bered 
th a t we do some violence to any plant 
w hich we rem ove from one place to an­ 
other. The active part of the roots is the 
new er part. 
(Suppose a tree whose roots 
spread horizontally 
which you wish to 
transplant. Dig th at tree up bodily, and it 
m ay survive, but it is doubtful. The way 
to do is to cut in a larger 01 sm aller circle, 
according to size of tree, around it, down 
deep, so as to cu t off the spreading roots. 
T hen those w ithin this circle aud beneath 
th e tree will develop, for the tree will do its 
best to recover from its wounds. The next 
season cut again in a slightly sm aller circle 
th an before and more new roots m aking 
a ball beneath and dose to the tree, will be 
developed. 
Then tho third season it may 
be dug up and transplanted w ith reasonable 
surety of success. 
The m atter of soils Is not w ell understood, 
and even chem istry lias not yet assisted us 
as w e hoped it would do. Rich soils may 
be regarded as e lUlvalent to each other, 
supposing the texture is the sam e, m eaning 
by th at the am ount of sand, gravel or clav 
mixed in; and soils can be im itated to e 
certain extent. 
The selection of exposure 
is another im portant point to be taken into 
account. Go into the country today, and 
you will find ten inches of snow on tho 
north side of th e fence aud none on tile 
Boutb. 
The shelter of another tree m ay 
m ean life or death to a plant. 
On Insects Mud Insecticides 
tho lecturer recom m ended Dr. H arris’ work 
on insects, and ad d ed ; I should not dare de­ 
vote even a m om ent of our tim e to tho 
mooted question of the E nglish sparrow, 
lest it should involve us in an endless dis­ 
cussion. The question of insect paras tea, 
w hich may help to keep down our pests, is 
an interesting one, which is being investi­ 
gated now by a student in the West. 
Fir 
tree oil and w hale oil soap can be recom­ 
mended as insecticides. 
The most serious of all troubles for trees 
and wood, however, are the injuries from 
fungi 
In m ost cases we have to stand by 
helpless to do anything. The only tiling is 
to try and have conditions which prevent 
their appearance in the first pin' e. If they 
do come « list fine sulphur over the plant,

subsists on th*t tree. Sometimes fungi in­ 
vade not living but duad wood ; dry rot 
ensues In tim bers and build tags where 
there is little moisture, and where there is 
m oisture an offensive odor and rapid decay 
follows. 
The 
decayed 
parts should be 
cleared away and plastered over with wax. 
Beni blight is caused bv an invasion of bac­ 
terial fungus, and one by which another 
tree can be inoculated by the tiniest I it car­ 
ried on tho point of a needle. U nfortu­ 
nately we know m ore about these diseases 
of plants than we do about their remedies. 
M echanical injuries to trees are quickly 
healed by a layer of cork, which grows over 
the wound. "W interkilling,” it has been 
decided, results not from the freez ing but 
from the sudden thaw ing of plants. Tiffs 
is a \ ery interesting question in a clim ate 
which bas as m any rapid changes as ours, 
and has a direct bearing on a> clima ti rn lion. 
L ur plains have h rn many hard experi­ 
ences, aud these are the suvivers. 
The effects of 
gases 
on 
leaves 
aud 
through roots of trees becam e so serious a 
m atter in t he neighnorbood of largo Eng­ 
lish factories that the m atter had to bo reg­ 
ulated by a law fixing tho am ounts of waste 
chem icals given off into mr and soil. Ave- j 
nues of trees are som etim es ruined by leak- | 
ing gas mains, and it is difficult to keep ; 
house plants in gas-lighted rooms.

Gray’s interesting study on the lim it of life 
in a tree a a s re erred to (North American 
Leview, 18 74.' and the question: "Do va­ 
rieties ever wear o u t/” answered in the 
affirmative.

On th e walls of the Salpetriere 
there are now a series of large draw ings by 
Dr. Richot, representing the characteristic 
phases of au hysterical attack from begin­ 
ning to end. H aving thus studied this m al­ 
ady scientifically, they have studied it 
historically, and have noted in ancient 
works of art the attitudes required by the 
photographs and drawings on tho walls of 
the Salpetriere. 
Tho num erous pictorial 
representations of episodes in toe lives of 
the saints, aud the m iracle of casting out 
devils in particular, furnished docum ents 
of great in terest

Niuv Yonw, April lr,.—G overnor H ill’s 
veto of the high license bill is for tho pres­ 
ent final, aud It rem ains to be seeu w hat 
altitude tho property holders will take, 
m ost of whom so strenuously sustained this 
legis ation. On the surface it doc s not ap­ 
pear th a t there is as nm n excitem ent on 
the subject as when, thirty-three years ago. 
Governor ffeyniour vetoed the prohibition 
act. B u ta t th ai tim e the expectation was 
th at Seymour would s;gu the I ill. although 
he m anaged to break the lorce of public in­ 
dignation by asking Mr. Delavan to dinner 
and there touching his sensibilities by care- 
fill diplom acy aud t> arful appeal. Seymour 
told Delavan, who had 
built tho big 
Delavan 
House 
at 
Albany 
to 
be 
a 
tem perance 
botel 
and 
a personal 
m onum ent, th a t his soul was oppres s I be­ 
cause of the action he was com pelled to 
ti.ke by the constitution. Ho said th at he 
recognized the vast evils of intem perance, 
and b' lied th at his way m ight be clear to 
help the people tow ards sobriety and re­ 
ligion.but th at tho constitution, which he as 
lawyer understood bettertliau Mr. Delavan, 
forbade hun to indulge his n atu ral disposi­ 
tion. Delavan cam e away and told the 
tem perance people Hint he was afraid the 
governor would have to veto tho bill, but 
that he was sure the governor was very 
conscientious, and had seeu him really pa­ 
thetic on the subject. So Seymour was not 
reprobate I and prohibition did not go into 
effect at th a t time. 
In tho present case the hostility to Hie ex­ 
cessive num ber of saloons in New York is 
not associated with tim so-callod fanaticism 
of intem peram e. This was in the light of 
a regulating m easure. Ti e sum ut $looo 
was to be charged for license on saloons 
which sold every kind of liquor on or off 
tho premises. Probably a m ajority of the 
persons who attended tho m eetings and pe­ 
titioned for this bill are wine drinkers. 
Very few of the well to-do people of this town 
set their tables for strangers and guests with­ 
out claret or cham pagne. 
But it is a rule 
am ongst the efficient business class not to 
drink between m eals or belo;o diuuer. Men 
of business Lave to be abstem ious at lunch, 
because those who exercise their brains ex­ 
perience a heaviness alter solid food which 
renders them only halt tho m en they were 
be;ore eating. Now and then you see hardy 
lunch eaters who have got through the 
harden of the day’s work, aud by I o’clock, 
when thing- slack off. they repair to a good 
restaurant and take a little wine with their 
chop or jo in t 
Men who m ake money are 
inclined to tie parsim onious about w hat 
they spend outside of their homes evon in 
eating. There are x ery w ealthy mon down 
tow n who never go into the costly restau­ 
rants, but 
Slip A r*um t into the H ack Street*, 
w here their clerks take a sandwich. I know 
m illionnaires who habitually ease their 
hunger at ten or tiiteeu cents. 
Even at 
Delm onico’s on Broad street, where Hie 
brokers aud their custom ers line the lunch 
counters, sandwiches constitute a m ain 
article of diet, aud salads with bread and 
butter for twenty-five cents, inclusive of 
plenty ol meat, are consumed by the half 
bushet. The tem perance question, through 
the ad io n of tho governor, may now tak e 
a national issue, aud possibly tile licensing 
of public houses m ight come under souio 
general law if there were votes enough to 
procure it. 
In G reat B ritain licenses supply a very 
great portion of the inland revenue of the 
country. The beer aud cider licenses of 
the U nited Kingdom y ed o d etght years 
ar© nearly 32.000 OOO, the brewers’ licences 
ato u r the same, the m altsters’ licenses 
about $70,000; 
the refre.-.hnieut house 
licenses, whore liquor is not sold. about 
$60,000. The license.-, of tim spiritdistillers, 
dealers and pullm ans yielded in addition 
about $4,500,OOO; 
the tobacco licenses 
yielded about $500,000. Bosh es, tho B rit­ 
ish governm ent raised on spirits about 
$72,000,OOO, which was excise or internal 
revenue duties, and in addition nearly 
$:!0.0 0 0 .0 0 0 through tho customs. 
W ino 
besides brought through the cu.-torns over 
ii i, O jO OOO. aud tobacco about $46,000,000. 
The British have had a long period O’ 
conflict w ith the brewers, distillers and 
spirit trade, and every now and then these 
com bine and defeat a ministry. 
It is said 
th at 
T h e I.ii»t. D e f e a t o f G lu iU tu n * 
was partly accom plished in this way. But 
as far as regulating th e public houses is 
concerned, the British havo had alm ost 
com plete success in this respect. Their suc­ 
cess is due to the liberality of the laws, as 
well as their strictness of adm inistration. 
A few years back I was ri ling on a Sunday 
through the centre of England, and felt Hie 
city oi Derby before church hours to reach 
a sm all town about ten m iles north of 
Deroy while worship was going on. My 
companion and m yself thought we would 
liko to have a little lunch, as we would not 
reach our destination rill about 2 o’clock. 
We were surprised to hear tho driver of the 
dog cart say th at there would be no trouble 
about that. aud ho pulled 
u p before a very 
neat public house in a sm all m anufactur­ 
ing town, around the door of which stood a 
num ber of commonplace persons, probably 
w iting unti. noon or I o’clock, when tor 
tho space of one hour tho public houses are 
allowed to be open for the accommodation 
of lam ilies. We rang the heil of the closed 
door and a barm aid appeared, of whom we 
asked the question, "Can we get some re- 
tresbm oats h e re /” 
"How far have you com e/” 
"W e dou’t Know the distance, but we have 
come from Derby.” 
W ithout any further rem ark she opened 
the door and we entered and left the people 
of tho town stiff standing outside unpro­ 
vided for. I here was no restriotn n upon 
w hat we should cat and drink. 
w e came 
under the general law of tho kingdom th at 
travellers are 
entitled lo both e t and 
drink, and to boa traveller is interpret!* 1 
to be one th at lias come three miles. 
In 
the I jpiteo State.-, no such hum ane discrim ­ 
ination is made, and consequently m uch ot 
tho liquor legislation becomes offensive to 
persons who have no idea of excessive in­ 
dulgence or are hostile to w hat is called 
sum ptuary legislation. 
The church-going classes in England avo 
in tho m ain perfectly content with su h re­ 
strictions as exist and ha, e long existed. I 
suppose th a t no change has taken place sin, e 
I first became 
acquainted with English 
habits, and well rem em ber as far back as 
I (it, during our civil war, when all the 
public houses in lo n d o n were allowed to be 
open ! etween 8 and 9 o'clock in the morn­ 
ing on Sunday. Tliev opened an hour .it 
noon, and it was no uncom m on Thing to see 
both men 
and 
women returning from 
church stopping to take their al». In the 
evening, auout i! o’clock, the public houses 
opened on Sunday for about four hours. 
They elo*ed on week days at m idnight 
punctually. 
A. V«»t A m o u li o f B ritish B re r 
is taken from these public houses home by 
m easure aud there drunk at the table. Tiffs 
habit extends to the cem eteries, and I have 
seen at British funerals in the environs of 
Loudon, when the funeral trains arrived, 
Hie pall-bearars them selves break for the 
refreshm ent saloon aud wet their several 
whistles before carrying the deceased to his 
repose. The m ourning wi low would per­ 
haps com fort herself rn the saute way. 
As everybody knows the status of the 
licensed saloons in the United Et ates, it is 
unnecessary to enlarge upon their influence. 
As there is no general law’ over the breadth 
of our country.and as some of the States ai o 
sm all aud unequal, lav.s are made which 
work against any m ethod or fixed exam ple 
in the way of tem perance regulation, h u t 
the wide diffusion of saloon Keeping has 
caused in m any of the large cities a d e lin g 
of reaction, so th a t at the present tim e 
W ashington itself has a severe enforcem ent, 
not m erely of the la ws regulating bars but 
the saloon interest has exacied from Hie 
public the loss of their incidental privileges, 
such as the opening of news s;auds aint 
even 
drug 
stores. 
New' 
Y'ork. City is 
probably as 
little 
puritanical 
as 
any 
com m unity 
in 
the 
world. 
The 
lim b 
license bul was passed to im prove tho 
quality oi publicans and to dim m ish their 
trade. But m ainly through the iorei«n 
contingent in our cities, and especially tho 
Germ anic contingent, the saloons have be­ 
come so num erous th a t it is said there are 
ten thousand 
of them 
on 
New York 
Island alone. The brewing interest here is 
a v e iy rich one and the brewers gave a 
united support to Governor Hi d, which he 
has requited by vetoing this I ill. Thus tile 
labor question presses awa ast one party 
an d th t tem perance quesilou presses against 
the ottjer. The politicians and statesm en 
let theA hole s u b j^ t alone as m uch as thev 
dart?. The contrary ie the case in Great 
Britain, where the adm inistration of m urals 


is a nart of the governm ent polity. I awa 
m ade in England have to bo obeyed, whim 
law's niude in the ('lilted .-tales may re 
obeyed or not. 
i be present generation may 
have forgotten that tho British governm ent 
A det- lilt* C elebrated I’tizie F Ilia 
between Heonan and Sayers resolved to 
stop exhibitions of th a t kind. They did not 
show any tem per or indignation about it. 
The higher as well as the lower classes 
considered that Savers had proved his race 
to be tim perfection of endurance and 
pluck, aud they thought it w as a good tim e 
to stop the fighting when foreigners were 
coming into England to challenge their 
cham pions. Before tile law wont into oper­ 
ation Heenan had his tffht with Tom King 
and got whipped, and then loin K ing was 
whipped by Jem M co. Since th atd ay nearly 
ail iliu prize lights have taken place In 
America, sui Ii few lighters as are left in 
E ngland coining over to this country to get 
matches. On the other mind, w ith laws 
against prize fighting all over this country, 
the am usem ent has extended under the 
n.line of glove fights, and it bs now the 
appetite of the clubs of young m en of for­ 
tune. Univ a few weeks ago I was Invited 
to go to a club house on t if th avenue, near 
the Union League, and see a glove tig h t 
H aving had to look at some prize fightings 
in my day of the genuine sort I felt no de­ 
sire to attend this contest 
But those who 
did a ;tend it told me afterw ards th a t it was 
an extraordinary scene to see in th a t F ilth 
avenue m ansion some 200 spectators stand­ 
ing on chairs aud clim bing on each other a 
shoulders toobserve two light-w eight lei- 
lows driving each other around the room 
with their fists. 
Mention of prize fighting recalls the fact 
th at when I wa* a child, just able to attend 
school, tim battle between Torn Hver and 
Yankee Hulliv.m took place a few m iles 
from where I resided on the eastern shore 
of M aryland. The two would-be cham pions 
set out from the city of Baltim ore in tugs or 
steam ers in i ho m idst of winter and made 
their way across the nay to one of the necks 
or capes which protrude into deep w ater be­ 
tween the m ouths of the w ide rivers there. 
They landed at A er ten Heights, some ten 
milos from Chestertown, and pitched their 
ring i n tho snow and Hver mode short work 
of ( S u l l i v a n . The people of tho town knew 
nothing about it until the little weekly 
paper cam e out a few days afterw ards 
I 
was looking at un old history of W estches­ 
ter county yesterday, aud I cam e upon the 
nam e of flyer am ongst those of the earliest 
se itle;so i M orrisania. which is now in­ 
clude i in New1 Ym k City, and this led me 
to suppose that Tom lite r wes of old Hol­ 
land I Hitch “to Ic. which the sound of the 
nam e also suggests. 


I S u n T o m f l y e r 
when lie had become a pretty old m an 
about 18(>2. Ile m ade his headquarters at 
tho M etropolitan Hotol. In the vicinity of 
which Bill Boole had been m urdered in an 
affray. Hyer was then a tall, consum ptive- 
looking man. and fie ultim ately died of a 
disea o of the lungs. 
I often talked to 
Morrissey about his battles and those lie 
had witnessed. He thought th at Yankee 
Sullivan was the m ost expert spurrer in Hie 
business aud th a t his tricks o evasion 
am ounted to a hue att. Ile thought th at 
Heenan was the strongest m an who ha I 
over struck it blow, and told me lie saw no 
way to whip Heenan in Canada but to 
frighten his m o.a1 natuie. Ho recognized 
th at Heenan wa* a i aby in spite of his 
gigantic size aud strength, and th a t lf he 
could bo well scare.i and his antagonist 
would take all at onco a large am ount of 
punishm ent Heenan would finally give in. 
So Morrissey said th a t he made up his m ind 
tostand tho chance of being killed w hen he 
shook hands with Been u. Morrisey was a 
good dual of an actor in l oth the rich and 
iu tho rough. *ln the first round Heenan 
struck bls nose and m ade him see all the 
coustell .tions. But he felt th at it he could 
survive th at round he would whip the 
other man, and th at turned out to bo the 
casa. 
He never would give Ileouan an­ 
other i hance at bim, hut by going over to 
England to bet on d om Sayers, who was an 
Englishm an, while Morrissey was Irish, 
Morrissey lost nearly all his popularity 
w ith the ruder Irish class in this country. 
I think that lleenan im no I out to ne a 
more successful m an in fortune than Mor­ 
rissey. YY’hen H eenan Hied ho left sumo 
m oney; when Morrissey died he loft noth­ 
ing worth talking about, ami his widow 
e ver since has been poor. 
Bri e fighters very seldom am ount to 
m uch in tho real encounters of war. VY hen 
I was a reporter a t Bhiladelphia, just before 
the civil war. th >re were two gigantic 
brutes named B rad’ey and Rankin, tho tor- 
inei an Irish Catholic ami the latter an Irish 
P ro testan t Bradley kept a sa ilo r” drink­ 
ing house on the wharves aud ill the tight 
in Canada lie I eat the lrfih P rotestant; he 
raised a company in the war, turned out to 
be of no efficiency and was finally cashiered 
for drunkenness aud incidental cowardice. 
There is a prize fighter in Brooklyn by the 
nam e oi Dunn, whom I saw beat another 
pugilist, nam ed Davis in 18u7. at Bort Jer­ 
vis, which stands at iho intersection ut New 
Jersey and New YorK. 


D u n n xvii* u M U I * F e l l o w 
about 22 years old and his com petitor was a 
m an of 40 or thereabout*. They fought 
twenty-two rounds and D avis filially fell 
down on his back and rocked there like a 
rocking chair. T he sm all fellow bad ham ­ 
mered his face into blisters and a t last de­ 
prived him of all strength, sn th a t when ho 
fell down he could not st iv still, but rocke.i 
on his back. At th a t light Dooney Harris,

Auto-suggestion, or belief th at one is 
nourished when one is not, is a great thing, 
and accounts for m any phenom ena other­ 
wise inexplicable.

The lesson at the Boston Cooking School 
yesterday 
m orning 
was 
devoted 
to 
"rechauffes.” the warmed-over dishes to 
use up (he fragm ents of tho feast 
Tho 
lesson included 
beef croquettes, 
cecils, fish a la m ine, scalloped m utton, 
stew od m ushrooms, sweetbreads, cabinet 
pudding, with cream y sauce. 
Slices of cold roast beef, if rare, may be 
broiled quickly ami served w ith butter, 
salt, popper, etc. 
if well done, warm up in 
a brown gravy. Havo tho gravy hot and 
put the slices of m eat into it; don’t let 
them cook nut warm through only. as long 
cooking in the gravy will mal e the m eat 
tough. 
Then of the rem aining scraps of 
m eat. w ith a few vegetables, m ake a stew, 
w ith dum plings. 
The bones, finally, will 
m ake good soup stock for various soup*. 
The fat may bo tried out clarified, used 
for drippings and then filially for soup, so 
th at no portion of tho piece of roast beef has 
been thrown away, and all lins t een good. 
The art of cooking rn not so m uch in roast­ 
ing a ttirko) or a piece of beef well as in 
using up cold portions of turkey, boof. etc.. 
so as to m ake s alatabio dishes, th e Frem h 
excel in tiffs, 
in the m atter of labor It I- 
much loss trouble to roist two pieces of I eof 
than to use up the fragm ents of one piece. 
iiiM’f W oollen,**. 
Chop flno three-quarter* l>o im it cold m int hoof. 
moisten quarter p titvl sta t; broad with a little 
s toe ic; season with salt and pepper and a few 
drops of onion juice; roo stun with a little brown 
sauce; odd yolks or tw o, tm, beaten well: c o l; 
roll in crumbs, c ts and crumbs aud fry id Hot fat. 
Serve with tomato sauce.

Tho lemon juice or 
vinegar is added to Ii anion the sw eetbreads 
in cooking, as they, liko fish, aru composed 
mostly of album en and m ay fie hardened in 
this way. All fish is improved, loth in 
flavor and appearance, by the addition of 
vinegar or lemon juice to tho w ater in 
wliicli it is cooked, na it make* it solid aud 
flaky for salad. etc. One tablespoom nl vine­ 
gar to four pounds of fish is a good propor­ 
tion. 
Sweetbreads m ust first be cooked as de­ 
scribed above whatever is done to them 
afterw ards.

$ 100,000 clear was very rich. It was the 
custom of men of moderate ambitions to 
retire from business when they had ac­ 
cumulated $50,000 clear. That seemed to 
be the end and aim of ambitious men, to 
accumulate money enough to warrant their 
Retiring from business. 
And then? 
Then they loafed. 
What is one who loafs? 
Obviously a loafer. 
So that by logical sequence we arrive al 
tho normal conclusion that the end. aim 
and ambition of our Jorefathe s was to be­ 
come loafers. Without discussing whether 
that was not as laudable an aufbition as 
that which permeates the great American 
breast today—namely, the getting of more 
money—I pass to the point I desire to make, 
namely, that it is better to die in the har­ 
ness than in flowery beds of ease; that it is 
better to work out than to rust out With 
such 
specimens of 
vigor, mental and 
physical, t-ofore us as the Emperor William, 
as Bismarck, as Gladstone, as Beecher, as 
Field, why is it not the duty of teachers to 
call attention to the possibility of a con­ 
tinuity of usefulness as a means toward the 
preserving of health and the ensuring of 
longevity? 
l£o man cares to die. 
I take no stock in ministers, or deacons, 
or Christians who stand with long faces in 
prayer meetings and drawl out their desire 
to ne with the angels in heaven. That's 
poppycock. The man, the woman doesn’t 
live who wishes to die. Decrepit old age is 
a curse. 
Imbecility, impotency, senility 
nre conditions all healthy minds should 
desire to avoid, and do desire to avoid. 
How, then, shall the man of today best 
maintain Im virility, his sturdiness, his 
mental clarity. hi3 physical excellence? 
By work, by judicious exercise, by health­ 
ful cating and drinking, and by common 
sensu avoidance of poisonous drugs. 
I looked iu at Barnum’s Circus the other 
night, aud, although there is much there 
of interest to me, the most interesting sight 
was T h e n ill B la n I ta n iu m H im se lf.

to the majority. T ie Circassian girl cut 
Lei hair, Quarried, settled down and has 
grow n-up t bildren. Undo Tom’s Cabin is 
ii ming of the past. I he old * uilding long 
since w ent dow n in tire and up in smoke, 
but Barnum still remains. He is heavier 
and a trifle loggy, tu t his head is as clear 
and his wit as bright and his tongue as 
sham aud his hand as ready as it was thirty 
years ago. The manager who, with courtly 
grace, led Jenny Lind upon the stage in 
Iripler Hall to receive the encouraging 
plaudits of a thousand clergymen is the 
showman of today w ho control', with bis 
partners, the most complete exhibition of 
the kind upou the face of the earth, aud 
Le contemplates vast outlying ranges cf 
effort in th* near aud far future. 
Thirty years ago he was rich. 
A quarter ol a centui y ago he could have 
retired .iud spent his days in idleness and 
ease. Had he done so the obituaries that 
have been pining for his departure for oh, 
so man) years, would long ago have been 
printed and he forgotten. Had Henry VV aid 
Beecher at the time of His silver wedding 
with Plymouth Church in 1872 seen fit to 
retire from h.s pulpit, he could have gone 
to his home in Peekskill and devoted hi* 
time to the preparation in summer of two 
or three lei turns in the winter. He could 
have employ ed the energies and activities 
and intelligences of Ma or Pond to arrange 
tor a hundred lectures here, there and 
everywhere. wbi< b acdbrding to the return 
6iiovrn me Dy Major Pond ot tile lectures he 
did deliver would certainly have netted 
him $50,000 each season. He didn’t used 
that amount of money to live on, aud had 
he been lazy lie could have confined himself 
to hfty lectures and made $25,000, aud all 
the rest of all the days ot all these years he 
could have grown fat and lazy. Had he 
done so do you believe he woald have 
P i t i e d t o l im R i p e O ld A s e 
he attained, and

Not a bit of it. 
He would have rusted out, and at least ten 
years ago would have died, and although 
such bad been the fruit of bis genius in the 
years o: bis previous activity that no w a n 
of time couid absolutely eiiace it, the an­ 
them would have * eeu in no sense so uni- 
versal and in no sense so ove;poweriug.

The spreadont of the resources of the 
non ii west coast of t he United Mates to the 
E stern people cannot be too ofien. yet it 
needs no putting up. as in itself it is capable 
of showing a brilliancy lar superior to In­ 
terior lands or Atlantic shores. 
It has 
already, with a meagre capital, reached its 
arms to the uttermost parts of the earth. 
Nothing h is ever Peen driven back—not a 
blockade. Tho more fortunate than another, 
it can be said ol settlers, rarely is seen, pro­ 
vided equal industrial energy has been 
alike, and tile swelling population bas in 
fact far superior advantages than Pave 
those we -tyle pioneers. 
Some tell us, “lf I only had Hie money to 
get West, I’ve leave this blarstcd country.” 
A man who cannot raise enough to come 
out here in those limes of cheap travel 
must want a Pullman sleeper and palace 
dining car to roll him through. "If I was 
only assuied of work” is another crv. This 
from an American borders on the ’ lot>- 
loily,” sickening in every sense. Just look 
at the thousands of non speaking English 
who come here poor so poor, like unto 
Job’s turkey that had to got breasted be­ 
tween twd close trees in order to gobble. 
They come, and come to stay, settle down 
to any circumstances, aud in a few years 
we almost invariably notice that they are 
in I etter circumstances than he to tho 
manor born. 
Now I will drop on to the possibles and 
certainties of this young Put gigantic coun­ 
try. To apeak of e stern Washington, Ore­ 
gon and part of Idaho, <ombimng them, I 
h.,ve to say they are the zone of all that is 
necessary to accommodate any style of 
man. They have excellent farming, prairie 
and timber lands, minerals, such us gold, 
silver and coal. 
The whole country is a 
high, healthy one; no morasses, swamps or 
marshes; no chills aud fevers. 
Stock can 
be raised in abundance. 
Tnohsauds of 
settlers are filling in from all parts, and 
numerous towns and cities springing into 
exi-tence along tho rivers and railrords. 
Kailroads are constructed and being con­ 
structed that tap every profitable and some 
uuoro ti table soots. 
My theme of writing is devoted to the 
Puget Sound and Straits of Furs country. 
I like it far beiterthau eastern VS ashington, 
Oregon or anywhere else-th is lar-away 
land of the West—its rocky shores are the 
curbstone* to the great gutter and highway 
of the Pacific. 
The country’s ump shows this spot of in­ 
land sea. but so small on its lace one cannot 
realize that it is one, it not the greatest, 
natural water courses of our vast domain. 
It is still in its crude state. Its wonderful 
resources are yet in au embryo age. Though 
its commerce exceeds, young as His, many 
of the great water courses in the old East, 
we rn y safely as-ert lls Infancy to what its 
full-grown growth shall or must be. 
V\ bat is of u p st interest to you, the finny 
tribe of our waters bear no comparison else­ 
where in variety and abundance.

' settled down upon tneiu, but the storm still 
raged and the lights of Pleasant Valley 
were as yet invisible. 
.Some were in favor of keeping in motion 
all night, but a wiser counsel prevailed. On 
looking around for a suitable camp, Pro­ 
fessor Haynes espied one of those 
R o c k y At on ai git ii A rb o r* , 
consisting of a cluster of pines growing in a 
circle, all the tri es meeting at tho top and 
leaving a circular space within. In these 
arbors the floor is usually carpeted with a 
creeping cedar that in summer needs but a 
blanket spread over it to constitute a luxu­ 
rious com b. This creeping plant usually 
w inds around the trunks of the trees for six 
or eight feet, rendering the arbor imper­ 
vious to wind and rain. 
There is little 
doubt but that the indian first constructed 
his teepee on this model. 
I hose arbors are 
only found at the upper edge of tho timber 
line, at an altitude ot about, HOUG feet. It 
seems as though a sort of vegetable instinct 
compelled these forest trees to come to­ 
gether as if for companionship and mutual 
protection, standing alone they would be 
uprooted by tho winds, but in clusters, 
wedged together at Hie top, they become an 
arbor capaole of resisting the most terrible 
gales that sweep the mountains where here 
and there a boulder is all that t au oppose 
their fury. 
This living teepee was chosen for their 
lodging. Hai nes assumed the task of dig­ 
ging out tho snow with his basket snow 
shoes, while the others began to collect 
bark and pieces of wood enough to make 
a teethe lire, around which tboy gathered. 
They wisely abstained lrom eating their 
last biscuit The wind howled and the 
snow whirled around their arbor, but they 
were well housed, absolutely beyond the 
reach of wind and 
snow. 
They 
told 
stories and kept each other awake, and the 
night w as spent much more pleasantly than 
could have 
been 
expected 
under tho 
circumstances. Next morning they again 
confronted tim storm, which, ii anything, 
was more violent. They could not tell 
whether they were going north or south, or 
revolving in a circle, as is usually the case 
with those that are lost either in a snow 
storm or amid the conflicting elements of 
had logic. They still held in reserve their 
last biscuit and mainstay. It was a kind of 
food to them so long as they knew that a 
little luei was left.

That the former would bear up almost any 
weight, while the latter was not only loose 
but continually drilling so that they were 
also contending with high winds that swept 
the fall* n and tailing snow into one tumul­ 
tuous snow cloud that incessantly revolved 
between earth and sky. making it almost 
impossible to lollow any direction. The 
trees, though well blazed in summer, were 
wrapped in a mantle of snow, nearly oblit­ 
erating all the ordinary landmarks.

Pro­ 
lessors Has rn s aud Bofsb also secured some 
magnificent views with camera and pencil 
in the Norris basin. The Monarch geyser 
was 
A G loriam * S p e c ta c le . 
It was impossible, during eruption, to dis­ 
tinguish where the torrid waves ended and 
Hie verticle cloud began, that terminated 
in a crown of fleecy clouds 1000 feet above 
tho crater. When the sun, uftvr IO a. rn., 
succeeded in dissipating the clouds that 
enveloped the whole basin, it presented tho 
appearance of a very busy manuiacturing 
city, with its 10.000 smoking chlmness; 
w here 100,000 wheels might be revolving, 
in ilia production ol all that a complex 
oivilization requires. After one day spent 
in the Norr s basin, the entire party 
started for the Lower Geyser basin, iu 
light marching order, taking nothing but 
tho necessary implements and enough food 
to last one uay. Tho tatigue of the past 
three days, the exposure aud tho intense 
cold 
so 
severely 
affected 
Lieutenant 
Schwatka’s lungs that he was threat­ 
ened \. iih pneumonia, notw ithstanding 
which he persisted in going 
on with 
his party, until ih«y reached Old Baldy. 
a peculiarly shaped tree on the south­ 
ern siorc of the Norris range and about 
four miles from tho Norris Hotel, from 
w here they started iu the morning. Here a 
profuse hemorrhage of the lungs set in, and 
after consultation tho lieutenant was per­ 
suaded to return to Norris, accompanied ny 
Jack Barronett, who was also in un unfit 
collution for the journey on account of an 
old injury to his toot that w as no w much 
aggravated by having to lift the long snow­ 
shoes, often weighted down with snow' con­ 
stantly falling upon the upper surface. 
The party found some difficulty in cross­ 
ing the Gibbon river. Tile Golden lord was 
not deep, but it was desirable to avoid 
wetting the feet. John \V. Coho led the 
way below the ford to wbero a tree had 
fallen across the stream. Hie snow b d 
accumulated so much that this natural 
bridge had the appearance of having two 
or more trees lying side by side. Under 
this impression the unsuspecting guide 
walked on and found but a single small 
tree. Down he went plump 
I n to th e R i v e r ; 
all the others got over dry shod. About 8 
o’clock at night they reached the Firehole 
Hotel, where .James Dean and his excellent 
spouse made the party as comfortable as 
they could. A warm supper and a com­ 
fortable bed restored them to their normal 
condition, aud they were all ready to prose­ 
cute their journey next day. 
When it was apparent that Lieutenant 
Scnwatka could no longer head this expedi­ 
tion lie generously requested that Professor 
Haynes select men to accompany him and 
goon. 'I ho piole.ssor selected David Strat­ 
ton and Charles A. Stolid rd, aud also tele­ 
phoned to Mammoth Hot springs for I d. 
Wilson to join him at the Upper Geyser 
basin. One of the Schwatka partv de­ 
serves special mention: Joseph W. Brack­ 
ett, 75 
years 
of age, an old veteran 
of the United States navy, accompanied 
his carty the whole journey, enduring hun­ 
ger, cola and latigue and performing his 
snare oi the duties inciuent to the expedi­ 
tion. This royal son of Neptune came out 
as Iresh as auv of them. Tie declares his 
purpose of returning to the Natl nal Para 
v. hen it lays aside its pallid mantle ot 
deathly white and dons its variegated gam 
of summer. 
A storm of five days aud nights’ duration 
made it impossible tor Professor Haynes to 
secure the winter views, which was the ob­ 
ject of ins expedition. On tho li th an I 
17th the sky cleared and tho weather was 
favorable for art work. Many oi Hie larger 
geysers were taken while in eruption. Tho 
trees near the Castle geyser sr ere laden 
s uh sparkling gems of magnificent Host- 
work. Professor Bosse secured some fine 
sketches that will ultimately appear in the 
Ceiuury Magazine, together with Haynes, 
photographic copies o 
ihese wonderful 
contrasts produced by lie it and cold. With­ 
out an accident, but in the la col a fierce 
northe st w ind and snow storm, Hie party 
retraced their Mens to Norris, and after 
resting one day they proc ceded to Hie Grand 
Can'on. The snow' deepened as they ap­ 
proached the T ellowstone. They found the 
hotel buried beneath a snow bank and 
might have gone over and past it but for 
the attempt of Major Lyman and William 
'Phone, the 
gentlemen in charge, 
to 
clear the 
snow from 
the roof. Thev 
were moat hospitably entertained lieio

secured such views of the canyon and tails 
as they desired.

He w as, w hen found, reduced to the last 
Extremity for the want et food. His clothes 
were hanging in tatters on His emaciated 
body. His nails had become like those of a 
wild bea^t, having had to dig roots aud 
gather anything that would maintain life. 
This occurred in October. 1870, when Gen­ 
eral Washburn, N. P. Langford, the first 
pa Ic superintendent, aud Mr. Gillett, from 
Helena, with a military escort, commanded 
by Lieutenant Duane of tue Second United 
Slates Cavalry from Fort Ellis, first crossed 
the range of mount in that bears the gen­ 
eral’s name and reached the Grand canyon 
and upper ge> aer I asia.

Mrs. Howe Goes to Canada with $50,000 
Fleeced from Confiding Women of 
New 
England -- History 
of 
Her 
J 
"Bank.”

Mrs. Sarah E. Howe, who lias been con­ 
ducting a "women’s bank’' in Boston for 
the past few years, ‘‘skipped’’ out with $50.- 
000 of the depositors’ money on Tuesday 
last, That was the brief announcement 
j that greeted a lady depositor who culled on 
that day to inquire as to the fate of some 
moneys left in the "bank.” A warrant for 
| Mrs. Howe’s airest was asked, but she had

' told by the latest victim is that she deposi- 
i ted $79 with Mrs. Howe last December. 
upon the a vice of a friend who told her 
I t ii at Mrs Howe’s scheme w is a good thing 
togo into. Mrs. Plow© accepted the $79. 
agt.wing to allow her $7 a mouth interest 
upon it for three months; that is, she might 
call lor it at the end of the three months, 
and would then be given #100, which 
would be 879 principal and $21 interest. At 
the end of the three months, or in March, 
Miss Manderson came to this city from 
Augusta, Me., and called upon Mrs. Howe 
to get lier money. She was Informed that 
Airs. Howe was and had been sica, and that 
she could not attend toller just then, but 
that lf .-he woul I come iu April aho could 
get the broo, with $21 more interest. 
Miss Sanderson was tmliued to be sus­ 
picious, but she thought that she would 
wait a mouth and see what Mrs. Howe 
won Kl say or do 
She came to Boston with 
the result above stated. The m atter w as laid 
lietora the district attorney and a warrant 
asked tor Mrs. Howe, but District Attorney 
Stevens informed 
the officer that Mrs. 
Howe had guarded h r work so well that 
she was not liable to arrest and he refused 
to grant the warrant. 
Mrs. Marah E. Howe is known not only to 
the peon e of this city but to the country 
at lurgt* as the woman’s bank swindler. 
Mrs. Howe started her Ladies’ Deposit 
Bank about X8 78 in the house So. 2 Gar­ 
land street. Boston, and offered to pay 8 
per cent, per month on ail deposits, paving 
three months' interest in advance. Accord­ 
ing to hor story, some benevolent Quakers 
esta fished a large Hind in 1840 for the 
benefit of poor aud needy women. The 
oenefits were to he I aid out in the form of 
interest in the manner stated. Mrs. Howe 
claimed to be unuer heavy bonds to carry 
out tile trust 
Deposits were only re­ 
ceived from women. The fact that Mrs. 
Howe paid such largo interest and paid 
three months of it in advance, induced a 
largo number o 
women to entrust their 
little savings with her. Home women even 
went so far that tney borrowed money to 
iuvest in the Ladies’ Decosit Bank. Busi­ 
ness was so brisk that Mrs Howe was final­ 
ly forced to remove to a larger and elegantly 
furnished house on Brookline street. 
A 
Mrs. Julia A. Gould was her chief assistant 
in carrying on the business of the bank. 
About 1880 the "bank” was shown up in 
the newspapers, and in consequence there 
was a "run" upon the institution. At that 
time the enormous sum of $000,000 was on 
deposit in Hie bank. Mrs, How'© rn ai ii tam en 
a I old trout, and for three months she paid 
all depositors who presented their accounts 
not only their principal but interest as well. 
in all between $ J 25,000 and fido.OOO in in­ 
terest and $90,000 of principal. Finally the 
"bank" went to smash, L aving 819 deposi­ 
tors who presented claims for the large 
sum of $289,499. The court allowed a re­ 
bate for interest on this amount of $8*1,819 
when the case came to trial. Mrs. Howm 
and 
Mrs. 
Gould 
were 
arrested 
and 
tried. Mrs. Howe was sentenced to three 
years in the house of correction, she 
pleading guilty to four counts of obtaining 
money by false pretences. 
The creditors 
held several meetings, and in July, 1h81, a 
dividend of 6 per cent, was declared to 
them. In December, 1884, upon getting 
out of tho house of correction, Mrs. Howe 
re-established her bank, this time on West 
Concord street, and circulated caids bear­ 
ing her name and the following:

Seven dollar* In terest on one h u n d red a m onth, 
three m onths lit advance. 
Office h o u rs from 9 to 4. 
. 
MUS. Howe, Agent. 
To a visitor a woman in charge of the 
home is reported as having at tin t time. 
"It you deposit $100 today you can carry 
aw av with you $21 of interest, and if vou 
deposit $100 the day after you get the same 
interest, and so on up to $1000. 
Wfien 
people put their money into the banks they 
do so without asking questions.” She fur­ 
ther claimed that the breaking up of the 
Woman’s Bank was not the work of Mrs, 
Howe. “She did not fly to Montreal.” she 
said, "or elsewhere, and now came nobly 
forward with a proposal to pay c per cent. 
a year during the time she was in prison on 
all deposits made with her the year sbo was 


Later developments show that Mrs. Howe 
is not in New Brunswick, but is hiding in a 
village less than twenty miles from Bos­ 
ton. 
Evidence is accumulating against 
her, goth t it is hoped an arrest aud con­ 
viction will ioliow.
